Apocalypse of 2012 

T he first article I ever read by Term Voeten, “A Legacy 
of Blood” (May ’98 HT), was an expose on election- 
year violence in Colombia between government 
forces and their Marxist adversaries, the Revolution¬ 
ary Armed Forces of Colombia (FARC). In that piece, 
Voeten takes a bus to the heart of FARC country and allows himself 
to get kidnapped by the rebels. Now this man is a journalist, I 
remember thinking to myself. 



Teun Voeten has 
reported from all the 
major global hot spots 
of the past 20 years 
including Colombia, 
Sierra Leone, Afghani¬ 
stan, Iraq, North 
Korea and Libya. He 
is now in Mexico 
covering the violence 
that country is experi¬ 
encing as the cartels 
battle to monopolize 
the perpetual flow of 
heroin, coke, meth 
and marijuana that 
feeds America’s 
insatiable appetite 

for dope. In fact, Voeten is currently working toward a PhD in anthropology, 
using the Mexican drug war as the central theme of his thesis, and will be 
releasing a photo book called, Narco Estado: Drug Violence in Mexico. 

“I think it is a very important story,” he told me. “It is not just a gang war, 
it is a nightmarish futuristic scenario where ruthless ultra-capitalist organi¬ 
zations have taken over territory and power from a weak and corrupt central 
government and rule with impunity and kill with sadistic pleasure.” 

“Death & Art in Culiacan” (page 74) tells of how artists and photojournal¬ 
ists in Sinaloa cartel country have to walk a tightrope between telling their 
stories and avoiding the wrath of those who kill for a living. When I asked 
Voeten if there is any way to stop this violence, he said, “Stricter gun laws on 
the US side of the border would help. Legalization is complicated, and not a 
solution for dangerous substances such as crack and crystal meth. Legaliza¬ 
tion of marijuana would take away 30 percent of the profits of the cartels, 
so that would also weaken the cartels. A worldwide consumer boycott of 
cocaine would also be a step in the right direction.” 

So, aside from the obvious health benefits involved, a person who grows 
their own pot and avoids the varied substances that come north across the 
border is actually, in their own small way, doing their part to shrink the 
profit motives that are the root of the violence on the other side. Just some¬ 
thing to think about while you enjoy our September issue. 
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With current research showing 
that cannabis might help treat 
cancer, one can only wonder 
why Obama doesn’t welcome 
cannabis rights in the same 
light as gay rights.

Science Says: Legalize! 

But how much does cannabis research matter if the 
federal government isn't listening? ByPauiArmentano 


During the past decade, largely due to the 
discovery of the endogenous cannabinoid 
system, there has been an unprecedented 
explosion in cannabis research—and, 
consequently, a seismic shift in our 
understanding of the relative safety and 
therapeutic efficacy of the cannabis plant. 

Despite the US government’s almost 
century-long prohibition, cannabis 
remains one of the most thoroughly 
investigated therapeutic substances in 
history. There are more than 20,000 pub¬ 
lished studies and reviews in the scien¬ 
tific literature pertaining to the cannabis 
plant or its constituents, nearly one- 
third of which were published within the 


past three years. According to a keyword 
search on PubMed Central, the US gov¬ 
ernment’s repository for peer-reviewed 
scientific research, that total includes 
more than 2,700 separate papers pub¬ 
lished in 2009, another 1,950 papers pub¬ 
lished in 2010 and 2,550 in 2011. 

We possess a greater understanding 
of the cannabis plant, its chemical com¬ 
ponents and the ways in which those 
components interact with living organ¬ 
isms than we do for most other thera¬ 
peutic substances that humans put into 
their bodies. Why? Because cannabis has 
been so rigorously studied—particularly 
at the preclinical level. Furthermore, we 


have substantial empirical data gathered 
from several thousand years of human 
experience. 

Ironically, despite the decades of fed¬ 
eral obstinacy in this area, that also 
includes data from many FDA-approved, 
double-blind, randomized, placebo-con¬ 
trolled trials—the so-called gold standard 
of clinical research. At various California 
universities, investigators have recently 
conducted more than a half-dozen trials 
involving more than 200 subjects. The 
results of this research include the fol¬ 
lowing: that inhaled cannabis can be a 
“first-line” defense in the treatment of 
chronic neuropathy; that cannabis acts 
synergistically with opiate-based medi¬ 
cations, likely leading to a reduction in 
the required doses of conventional phar¬ 
maceuticals; and that cannabis “provides 
benefits beyond currently prescribed 
treatments” for patients with multiple 
sclerosis. 

On the international scene, a recent 
Canadian trial concluded that a single 
inhalation of herbal cannabis repeated 
three times daily significantly improved 
sleep and reduced suffering in patients 
experiencing chronic pain. A 2011 obser¬ 
vational study from Israel found that 
subjects with Crohn’s disease required 
far fewer hospitalizations and surgeries 
on average in the years immediately fol¬ 
lowing their therapeutic use of canna¬ 
bis than in the years prior to it. And a 
recent Spanish study found that canna¬ 
bis use was associated with reduced pain 
and stiffness—as well as an increased 
feeling of well-being—in patients with 
fibromyalgia. 

Yet in the context of US policy, this 
research may as well have never hap¬ 
pened, since federal officials steadfastly 
refuse to reschedule cannabis under the 
Controlled Substances Act or amend 
public policy in a manner consistent 
with the science. In fact, in July of 2011, 
the Obama administration summarily 
dismissed a petition to reconsider the 
federal government’s ridiculous classi¬ 
fication of cannabis as a dangerous and

highly addictive substance with no 
medical use whatsoever, disingenuously 
arguing that “there are no adequate 
and well-controlled studies proving [its] 
efficacy.” 

Federal policymakers have also shown 
themselves determined to ignore the 
results of the various gold-standard tri¬ 
als conducted in conjunction with the 
US National Institute on Drug Abuse 
(NIDA), the University of California’s 
Center for Medicinal Cannabis Research 
and even the Drug Enforcement Admin¬ 
istration. This federal silence is telling, 
since it reinforces the (by now obvious) 
fact that the United States continues to 
uphold a public policy that is neither 
based on nor guided by science. 

In fact, just the opposite is true: This 
policy is actively hostile toward science. 
And despite President Barack Obama’s 
well-publicized memo in 2009 to the 
heads of all executive branch agencies— 
which boldly proclaimed in its opening 
sentence: “Science and the scientific pro¬ 
cess must inform and guide decisions of 
my Administration on a wide range of 
issues, including improvement of pub¬ 
lic health”—the reality is that the fed¬ 
eral government’s approach to cannabis 
won’t be changing anytime soon. In fact, 
the most recent National Drug Control 
Strategy report acknowledged that there 



are currently only 14 researchers in the 
entire US who are legally permitted to 
work with whole-plant cannabis in 
clinical trial settings. 

So the question for reformers is this: 
If 20,000-plus peer-reviewed studies of 
the cannabis plant, coupled with thou¬ 
sands of years of empirical observations, 
haven’t sufficiently influenced public 


policy in the US, why would another one 
or two studies—or two dozen or even 
200—finally do it? In short, what good is 
more scientific research if nobody in the 
federal government is willing to acknowl¬ 
edge the results? 

The problem facing advocates today 
isn’t that we lack the objective scientific 
evidence needed to craft a rational pub¬ 
lic policy on cannabis and its many poten¬ 
tial health benefits. The problem instead is 
that our existing public policy remains 180 
degrees removed from where the science 
now tells us it should be. 

So how do we change that? For start¬ 
ers, by educating public-policy leaders 
on the existing research—which over¬ 
whelmingly confirms that cannabis is 
sufficiently safe and effective—and by 
rejecting the notion that we as a soci¬ 
ety “just don’t know enough” about its 
health effects. 

Because we already know plenty. And, 
most of all, we know there is no valid sci¬ 
entific reason to justify the continued 
targeting, prosecution and incarceration 
of Americans who consume cannabis 
responsibly.

San Francisco Giants 

Star pitcher Tim Lincecum 
is a stoner who got busted.

PICKS 

Stanford’s Andrew Luck 
was the No. 1 pick in this 
year’s NFL draft, but the 
highest selection was 
offensive tackle Mike 
Adams of Ohio State: 

The Pittsburgh Steel- 
ers grabbed him in the 
second round. Though 
considered the most 
talented OT in the draft, 
Adams saw his value slip 
after he tested positive 
for pot at the NFL’s 
annual scouting combine 
for prospective pros. 

Also getting popped 
for pot at the combine 
was standout Virginia 
Tech cornerback Jayron 
Hosley, taken in the 
third round by the Super 
Bowl champion New 
York Giants. Obviously, 
there was no concern 
that Hosley’s past pot 
use would interfere with 
the Giants’ winning 
chemistry. 

Star linebacker Von- 
taze Burhct of Arizona 
State wasn’t even drafted 
following a positive drug 
test and his admission 
to NFL general man¬ 
gers that he used to get 
stoned. After the draft, 
he signed as a free agent 
with the Cincinnati 
Bengals. Burfict’s team¬ 
mate Jamaar Jarrett also 
tested positive for pot 
and went undrafted, but 
he was able to sign with 
the rebuilding St. Louis 
Rams. 

Ironically, positive 
drug tests actually 
benefit teams: Players 
drafted in later rounds 
get paid lower salaries, 
so devaluing a player 
because of pot use 
makes good financial 
sense to the industry. 



DOUBLE 
TROUBLE 
FOR WIZ 

Hip-hop chart-topper Wiz Khalifa faces 
court dates in two different states fol¬ 
lowing a pair of pot busts in just under 
14 days while on tour this spring. The 
24-year-old rapper was first narc’d in 
a Nashville hotel after cops claimed 
to find cannabis in his room while 
responding to complaints from guests 
about the reek of chronic. (Police also 
allege that Khalifa threw a roach out 
the window as they entered.) Barely 
two weeks later, Wiz was arrested 
again in Winston-Salem, NC, after cops 
smelled pot smoke emanating from 
his tour bus while they were patrolling 
the parking lot of the concert venue. In 
both cases, Wiz was cited for posses¬ 
sion and released. He was previously 
arrested in 2010 at East Carolina Uni¬ 
versity during his “Waken Baken” tour. 



HIGH ANXIETY 
IN HOLLAND 


In January, prior to the collapse of 
the Netherlands’ rightward-leaning 
Liberal-Christian Democrat coalition 
government, Dutch lawmakers imposed 
a new law banning foreigners from 
buying pot in coffeeshops. Plans for 
enforcement were slated to take effect 
next year in the country’s southern 
provinces. But in May, three of those 
provinces imposed the ban early. In 
addition, the law requires shops to sell 
medical marijuana only to registered 
members. 

Protesters took to the streets, and 
the mayor of Maastricht was presented 
with a petition signed by approximately 
300 coffeeshop owners and other busi¬ 
nessmen demanding an end to the ban 
on foreign tourists. Opponents of the 
law argue that it will revive the black 
market for pot, but the mayor dis¬ 
misses such concerns, claiming that the 
new rules won’t be used for anything 
other than checking out a coffeeshop’s 
customers—which, of course, doesn’t 
sit well with Dutch pot smokers, who 
prefer to toke in anonymity. 



EAT IT RAW! 

“Eat a bud a day—it’ll keep the strokes away.” So says retired California- 
based heart surgeon and current medical marijuana physician Dr. Dave 
Allen. Sure, you’ve gobbled your fair share of pot brownies and ganja 
goo-balls, but have you ever considered eating pot raw? You should, 
says Dr. Allen. He recommends eating uncooked cannabis instead of 
popping aspirin daily in order to keep strokes and heart attacks at bay. 
“No other medicine made by man can help in this manner,” he insists. 

At the same time, Allen stresses that it must be raw, dried bud that’s 
consumed—not cooked edibles. 

A successful study sponsored by the Department of Health and 
Human Services showed that the incidence of strokes in lab rats was 
reduced by 50 percent after they were administered cannabinoids 
(which included THC). But eating raw pot for heart health has yet to be 
clinically tested on humans.

WALLOPED 

The slogan for the Ultimate Fighting Championship 
is “As Real As it Gets.” Welterweight Nick Diaz prob¬ 
ably would agree because he’s an ultimately fucked 
competitor. Following his welterweight title loss 
last February, Diaz tested positive for pot, which is 
against UFC regulations. In May, a hearing was held 
to determine penalties. Talk about ultimate justice! 
Diaz, who resides in California, is a legal medical 
marijuana patient who uses cannabis to treat his 
attention deficit hyperactivity disorder. But he was 
fined 30 percent of his purse from the fight, a total 
of $79,500. Plus, he was banned from fighting in 
the UFC until February. (In 2007, Diaz also lost his 
license for six months and was fined $3,000 after 
testing positive for marijuana following a win.) 

The UFC also deals in ultimate hypocrisy. Come¬ 
dian Joe Rogan is one of the UFC’s top TV commen¬ 
tators. Rogan is a vocal supporter of legal pot who 
candidly writes on his blog: “I like to smoke pot and 
work out. To the ill informed or the uninitiated in 
the magical ways of the sacred plant, this can seem 
like a very contradictory practice. In fact though, 
that notion could not be further from the truth.”

High-end Hollywood chefs serve up a pot-infused banquet. 



When it comes time to whip 
up marijuana-infused food, 
most home cooks choose to 
cover up the taste of their 
sacred, secret ingredient 
with heavy doses of either 
chocolate or peanut butter as 
part of some sugary, fat-laden 
stoner treats. 

Not that there’s anything 
wrong with that—but lately, 
adventurous pot-loving food¬ 
ies and even professional 
restaurateurs have begun 
to embrace (rather than 
mask) the herb’s distinct fla¬ 
vor, which French chef Lau¬ 
rent Quenioux describes as 
“incredible, very citrusy... 
sexy and sweet. If it was 
legal, I would serve it in my 
restaurant!” 

Chef Quenioux first won 
mainstream culinary acclaim 
for his Bistro LQ in Los Ange¬ 
les, and he’s since gone on 


to collaborate with chef Thi 
Tran (who was born in Viet¬ 
nam to Chinese parents 
but raised in Dallas, TX) 
in the trendsetting Starry 
Kitchen, which started out 


as an “underground” res¬ 
taurant run out of an apart¬ 
ment before going legit. More 
recently, these two head chefs 
joined forces to host a num¬ 
ber of exclusive (as in: invite- 
only) themed dinners and 
temporary “pop-up” restau¬ 
rants, including the first in a 
planned series of marijuana¬ 
centric banquets. 

Quenioux and Tran’s 
inaugural “weed dinner” 
was an eight-course feast 


incorporating cannabis as the 
featured ingredient. Ganja- 
infused cocktails from Daniel 
K. Nelson, a mixologist from 
the Writer’s Room in LA, were 
also served. The Cho Sun One 


was a crowd favorite—a drink 
tinged with cannabis-infused 
sesame-seed oil, lending a 
pungent smell to the blending 
of Korean pear and American 
moonshine. Nelson called the 
dinner “a fun way to flex your 


muscles and do something 
different.” 

Culinary creativity was on 
display from start to finish. 
The feast relied upon bright, 
fresh and fruity acidic fla¬ 
vors to balance the rich, salty, 
savory elements in each dish. 
The chefs were also careful 
to keep the overall potency 
of the meal within bounds by 
using the cannabis sparingly, 
and in ways that comple¬ 
mented the other ingredients. 
Still, the amount of ganja in 
each course built to a kind of 
orchestral crescendo, start¬ 
ing with small hints of herbal 
flavor that grew to a substan¬ 
tially stony finish. 

Highlights included a pot- 
infused lobster “jus” paired 
with spot prawns and a silky, 
buttery monkfish seared in 
cannabis-coconut oil on top of 
congee and cannabis epazote. 
Dessert brought on the most 
unique preparation: panna 
cotta with rhubarb gel, served 
with a blood-orange sorbet 
and “cannabis soil,” a fluffy 
powder arrayed in a neat lit¬ 
tle pile. Just a tiny taste of 
the “soil” revealed a powerful 
punch of ganja flavor. 

By night’s end, it was clear 
that, as marijuana continues 
to move into the mainstream, 
more and more chefs will 
experiment with bold new 
ways of using it as an ingredi¬ 
ent. And with advances in the 
study of terpenes, we’ll soon 
learn more about pairing spe¬ 
cific strains of cannabis with 
different foods—leading to 
more divine dishes like the 
Haze-infused Tom Yum Ganja 
featured in The Official High 
Times Cannabis Cookbook.

Cypress Hill and Rusko join forces to reinvent the beat. By Justin Hampton 


The style is sleek and alpha- 
modern in the seating area of 
breal.tv, the downtown Los 
Angeles studio space where 
the programs for B-Real’s 
webisode production arm are 
filmed. A flat-screen TV plays 
back a basketball game while 
a recessed display case in 
the wall shows off Roor and 
Illadelph designer bongs like 
trophies.

mul-hawk and quarter-to-

compact to the spot. 

Now they’re all being 
treated to a hero’s welcome, 
High Times style: A Scar- 
face-sized hillock of Kosher 
Kush lies piled on the table, 
flanked by two custom-made, 
personalized Sheldon Black 
bongs for Cypress Hill and 
Rusko, with frosted visu¬ 
als culled from each artist’s 
career emblazoned on their 
respective pieces. Rusko has 
just tweeted a photo of his to 
the world, while B-Real starts 
rolling up the first of many 
spliffs. Eventually, it dawns on 
everyone assembled that an 
interview needs to be done, 
and that questions about bass 


music and the partnership 
Rusko and Cypress are forg¬ 
ing between dubstep and hip- 
hop have yet to be answered. 
After all, intoxicated minds 
wanna know. 

“Don’t mind us—we’re just 
humoring ourselves,” B says 
sheepishly. “We haven’t seen 
each other since the Smoke- 
out ...” 

“And now we’re smoked 
out!” Rusko adds. 

"... So what did you 
expect?” B concludes with a 
laugh. 

Prior to the online release 
of the inaugural Cypress x 
Rusko track “Roll It, Light 
It,” there was no way to know 
exactly what to expect from 
a collaboration like this. It’s 


not the first time Cypress Hill 
have stepped out onto the 
dance floor: During drum- 
and-bass’s emergence in the 
’90s, they recorded tracks 
with both Roni Size (“Child 
of the Wild West”) and 
Grooverider (“On the Dou¬ 
ble”), but dubstep’s deep con¬ 
nection with Cypress’ core 
fanbase became clear to 
B-Real as soon as he started 
taking requests during a DJ 
session he hosted on breal.tv. 

“Somebody started asking 
me about dubstep, and I said, 
Well, shoot, I don’t really 
have a big library on that.’ 

So I invited them to send 
me tracks, and boom —I had 
over 1,000 dubstep songs,” 
he recalls. “And [a lot of the 
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tracks] that stood out were 
from [Rusko’s] catalog.” 

The team initially came 
together to produce one 
song, but from there, the 
project eventually morphed 
into the EP Cypress x Rusko 
(Cooperative Music). Touch¬ 
ing on roots reggae (“Can’t 
Keep Me Down,” featur¬ 
ing Damian Marley), break¬ 
beat (“Stay Medicated”) and 
trance (“Lez Go”), the collec¬ 
tion finds Cypress bringing 
their 420-friendly perso¬ 
nas onto the modern dance 
floor without skipping a 
beat. According to Rusko, the 
group’s members rarely heard 
the same production twice: 
“The first instrumentals 
that these guys [would] hear 
and recorded on were com¬ 
pletely different—sometimes 
in a completely different key, 
even. The beats that I origi¬ 
nally sent were fairly basic, 
and it was then their vocals 
that I received on top of that.” 

The exchange, apparently, 
was a mutually advanta¬ 
geous one for both the Bud- 
dha-masters and the young 
Jedi. Rusko credits Cypress 
with introducing him to their 
Phuncky Feel Tips glass fil¬ 
ters, and he’s also learned to

[when we did] the more alter- 
native-ish shit, we kind of 
broke that chain. And I think 
it opened up a lot of people 
to try different things. Right 
now, hip-hop is very protec¬ 
tive of hip-hop, like the rock- 
heads and the R&B-heads 
were when they were on top 
of the fucking heap. But it’s 
just a matter of time before a 
lot of the hip-hop artists start 
really embracing dubstep and 
realizing this is just another 
branch of the tree.” 

Clearly, we haven’t heard 
the last in the ongoing saga 
of dubstep vs. hip-hop—nor 
have we heard the last from 
this particular project, either. 
Rusko has already earmarked 
several beats for a future 
release. “We’re just doing 
it ’cause we enjoyed it the 
first time, so there’s no time 
frame [for its release yet],” 
he says of the material. And 
even founding Cypress part¬ 
ner DJ Muggs, now signed to 
EDM powerhouse Ultra, has 
begun to seriously explore 


keep tobacco out of the spliffs 
when rolling for them. Like 
most UK producers, Rusko 
grew up lionizing American 
hip-hop MCs from afar, but 
he quickly found his ground 
with Cypress as both a collab¬ 
orator and smoker. “When I 
was approached and told that 
Cypress wanted to make a 
track,” he says, “I was over the 
moon and also like, ‘Whoa, 
shit, this is gonna be crazy!’ I 
was a little apprehensive and 
then nervous if I was gonna 
be able to cut it...” 

At this point, Sen Dog— 
who’s been laying back in 
the cut—begins to cough, 
prompting Rusko to add: 

“But Sen has just been cough¬ 
ing behind me on a joint 
that I rolled, so that kind of 
speaks for itself. I guess I can 
cut it—if I can kill Sen with a 
joint I just rolled, maybe I’m 
good.” 

Nowadays, dubstep elicits 
almost as much drama and 
passion from its followers 


as hip-hop. Yet aside from 
Kanye’s ham-handed Flux 
Pavilion sample on “Watch 
the Throne” and Lupe Fias¬ 
co’s work with Bassnectar, 
hip-hop has been grudg¬ 
ing in its adoption of bass- 
music tactics to date. B-Real 
compares it to rock’s uneasy 
acceptance of hip-hop itself 
in the 1990s: “When hip-hop 
first came into relevance, a 
lot of R&B artists and rock 
artists wouldn’t collaborate 
with us,” he says. “And then 


the bass in his production 
and DJ sets. B-Real, for his 
part, still spins, too. But it’s 
best not to ask Cypress if 
they would actually consider 
working with anyone else in 
field—at least not while Rus¬ 
ko’s around. “I forbode it,” he 
insists. “I had to put my foot 
down.”

B-Real agrees, quoting 
from the new EP: “When the 
shot goes off, everybody get

Fug Life 

Countercultural pioneer Ed Sanders celebrates the 
Fug You movement with a new memoir. 


He’s been on the crest of outra¬ 
geous expression—from Fuck 
You: A Magazine of the Arts to his 
irreverent band, the Fugs—and 
he’s surfed the waves of nonviolent 
political protest. Ed Sanders and 
I first met in 1961, after he was 
arrested for trying (with others) 
to swim aboard the Polaris , a 
nuclear-armed submarine. 

A year later, he published a 
parody catalog listing actual relics, 
like fellow poet Allen Ginsberg’s 
cold-cream jar containing one pubic hair. He 
sent the catalog to universities and sold the 
bizarre items at outlandish prices. 

In 1965, Sanders, Ginsberg and William S. 
Burroughs launched LeMar, the Committee to 
Legalize Marijuana, which operated out of his 
Peace Eye Bookstore on the Lower East Side. 
With the aid of Fugs concerts, Sanders helped 
print Michael Aldrich’s Marijuana Review. 

Plus, he was a co-founder of the Yippies. We 
held our first press conference at the Americana 
Hotel in New York. Songstress Judy Collins’s 
publicist had secured a plush conference room, 
ostensibly to announce her new album, but the 
event was also arranged to serve as the setting for 
the Yippies to officially proclaim their existence. 

At our counter-convention, the Festival of 
Life, in Chicago that summer (the celebrated 
summer of ’68), the drug of choice was hash 
oil mixed into jars of honey. The Fugs were 
completely fugged up: Sanders described the 


grass he was walking on as “a giant 
frothing trough of mutant spinach 
egg noodles.” He ended up sprawled 
on the sidewalk, so wasted that all he 
could do was wave at the pair of FBI 
agents who were following him—and 
who now had to help him back to his 
hotel room, which would also serve 
as a refuge area for demonstrators 
fleeing from the cops. 

Sanders was such a devout pacifist 
that he wouldn’t eat chicken soup 
because a chicken had been killed to 
make it, yet in 1971, while investigating Charles 
Manson and the Tate-LaBianca murders for his 
book, The Family, he borrowed a pistol for a 
single night when staking out a possible cult ani¬ 
mal sacrifice potentially connected with Manson. 

He was also fearful of the Process Church of 
the Final Judgment, and I soon became inter¬ 
ested in the connection between that cult and 
Manson. In the midst of researching the Process 
in Chicago, I got a call early one morning from a 
local conspiracy fanatic at the motel where I was 
staying. “Paul, I’m sorry to wake you,” he said, 
“but you’re in extreme danger.” 

My heart started pounding, and I got dressed 
faster than I ever got dressed in my life, packed 
my stuff and ran down the back steps without 
even checking out. Then I called Ed in New York. 
“I’m scared,” I told him. “Aw,” he said, “they’re 
just punks.” 

Somehow, that felt reassuring. It was a pure

life. His 

parents, Jeff Jones and Eleanor Stein, were ’60s 
radicals in flight from the authorities, and so Thai 
grew up with a keen sense of lawmen, outlaws 
and the cause of freedom. In More Powerful Than 
Dynamite, he digs into the past and, by writing 
about the labor struggles in New York City in 
1914, gets to the heart of the dilemma that would 
be faced by American radicals all throughout the 
20 th century. 

Three anarchists planning to bomb the estate 
of John D. Rockefeller—then the richest man in 
the world—blew themselves up instead, along 
with their seven-story tenement building in Man¬ 
hattan, on the Fourth of July, 1914. Jones explores 
the political, social and economic conditions that 
led to that explosion, and he also traces its fallout. 

After 1914, when capital¬ 
ism was in the throes of yet 
another economic crisis and 
socialism was growing rapidly 
in the United States, Rock¬ 
efeller and his fellow one-per¬ 
centers seem to have learned 
a lot more than the anarchists 
and 99-percenters of the day. 
What they learned, Jones sug¬ 
gests, was how to manipulate 
images and use the fledgling 
public relations industry to 
control the ways that Ameri¬ 
cans perceived themselves and, 
indeed, the entire world. The mass media in the 
hands of the haves has proven far more power¬ 
ful and more explosive than the dynamite of the 
anarchists.

“Ahh, for the want of a potato 
did your ancestors cross the 
great sea.” This has been the 
opening line at dinnertime 
for many a night at my friend 
Rick’s house. As a longtime 
occasional boarder and surro¬ 
gate aunt to his now-teenage 



DOUBLY BAKED POTATOES 

% cup cannabutter 
4 large baker potatoes

out all of the infusion and set 
the cannabutter aside. 

When the hot potatoes can 
be safely handled, cut them in 
half lengthwise and scoop the 
insides into a bowl, leaving a 
sturdy little shell. Next, beat the 
potatoes on low with a hand 
mixer, adding the heavy cream 
gradually to keep the texture to 
your liking. Blend in the canna¬ 
butter, 1 cup of shredded cheese 
and the salt and pepper.

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By now, everybody knows all about THC, the most prominent 
and psychoactive chemical compound found in the marijuana 
plant, first isolated by Dr. Raphael Mechoulam in 1964. In fact, 
for decades, everyone from doctors and scientists to medical- 
marijuana patients and even everyday stoners generally 
accepted the notion that delta-9-tetrahydrocannabinol—’THC’s 
formal name—was the active ingredient in cannabis, provid¬ 
ing not just the plant’s legendary 
high, but also its myriad medi¬ 
cal benefits. The latest research 
shows, however, that this myopic 
focus has done us all a great 
disservice. 

Studies now prove that another 
cannabinoid (the name for 
compounds found only in the 
cannabis plant) known as canna- 
bidiol, or CBD, shows tremendous 
promise in treating pain, insom¬ 
nia, nausea, anxiety, multiple 
sclerosis, Alzheimer’s disease and 
cancer. Unfortunately, CBD also 
tends to temper the high created 
by THC, so over the years, those 
of us seeking increasingly stony 
strains have been unwittingly 
breeding CBD out of the cannabis 
gene pool, to the point where 
most modern strains contain far less than 0.5 percent. 

But now, thanks in large part to the pioneering work of 
Project CBD (projectcbd.org ), truly compassionate breeders have 
been working to identify and develop a wide variety of CBD-rich 
strains. One of their most important discoveries, Sour Tsunami, 
was developed by Lawrence Ringo of the Southern Humboldt 
Seed Collective. The high-CBD version of this strain remains a 
phenotype, with each seed offering a 25 percent chance of con¬ 
taining 10% to 11% CBD (and 6% to 7% THC). 

Ringo bred the Sour Tsunami by crossing NYC Diesel to 
Sour Diesel for about four years, constantly crossing it back 
to a Sour Diesel clone. Then he crossed the results, which he 
dubbed Double Diesel, to a local, sativa -dominant strain called 
Ferrari, and then recrossed that back to Sour Diesel to produce 
the Sour Tsunami, which is 60% sativa and matures after nine 
weeks into musky buds with sweet undertones. DavidBienenstock

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At the 2nd Annual High Times Medical Cannabis Cup in Denver, 
the Colorado cannabis community proved once again that its people, 
politics and pot scene are the most progressive in the nation. 



IN HIGH PLACES 










akealook at a 

map of America. 
You’ll discover 
that, next to 
Wyoming, 
Colorado is the 
squarest state in 
the nation. But 
no one associ¬ 
ates Coloradoans 
with “square” 

behavior. Their trailblazing vision for cannabis in the state has 
spawned a thriving medical marijuana industry and may ulti¬ 
mately lead to legalization far beyond safe access for patients. 


The marijuana movement is ever evolving, constantly in 
motion—a cauldron of policy debates and battles for basic lib¬ 
erty, which many Americans still don’t believe should extend 
to marijuana smokers. Colorado’s kettle is roiling and boiling 
with superior strains available to medical cannabis patients 
and an initiative on the upcoming 2012 election ballot that 
seeks to swing the door open for legal, adult recreational use 
statewide. This vibrant (though sometimes prickly) marijuana 
scene couldn’t have provided a better showcase for the 2nd 
Annual High Times Medical Cannabis Cup in Denver. 

The 4/20 festivities on Friday, April 20, got event-goers 
warmed up for the weekend: Many of those who attended the 
massive rally in Denver’s City Park were more than willing 
to extend their celebration by attending the Cup. Two days of 
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1) Legal patients 
were welcomed in the 
“Amendment 20” 
medication area. 

2) Fresh Baked offered 
delectable pot edibles. 

3) Nearly every booth 
in the medication area 
provided concentrate 
samples. 4) Free hits of 
Pineapple Express were 
a big hit. 5) The booth 
of Aloha’s LLC featured 
live plants and friendly 
hostesses. 6) The High 
Times Medical Cannabis 
Cup in a winner’s hands. 
7) Dopeass Glass took 
third place honors for 
Best Glass. 8) An on-site 
glassblower’s artistry 
wowed Cup attendees. 
9) Senior cultivation 
editor Danny Danko (far 
right) leads a cultiva¬ 
tion seminar. 


perfect “weed weather” featuring balmy, 
blue skies complemented the high spirits 
of cannabis lovers flowing into the EXDO 
Event Center. An affair whose logistics 
require space for a trade show, a stage for 
an awards presentation, and a safe, legal 
area where thousands of patients can 
examine and sample some of the best pot 
on the planet is an unwieldy beast to tame, 
but EXDO proved once again to be an 
outstanding venue for staging this Rocky 
Mountain tribute to the cannabis plant. 

This year’s Amendment 20 medication 
area (named after Colorado’s historic 
medical marijuana law) was increased 
to twice its original size for the Cup. 

The big draw in the hall was the dank 
weed available to legal Colorado patients, 
as well as the high-powered “dab” hits 
distributed liberally by various medical 
marijuana providers. 

In case you’ve just arrived on the 


planet, “dabs”—high-TEIC concentrates 
and oils—have become an industry 
favorite. But the trend is not without its 
controversy. Certainly, there are safety 
issues to be considered in the manu¬ 
facture of these potent medications, 
and many consumers worry about the 
possible health dangers. “To Dab or Not 
to Dab,” a panel discussion mounted to 
address such concerns that featured Dr. 
Robert Melamede and Dr. Alan Shackel¬ 
ford as well as two dab manufacturers, 
Daniel de Sailles and Selecta Nikka T, 
concluded that responsibility on the part 
of both producers and consumers is key. 
In other words, know your dosage and 
who’s making your dabs. 

In other seminars, the controversy 
surrounding the upcoming ballot initia¬ 
tive arose repeatedly. Amendment 64, 
formally titled the Regulate Marijuana 
Like Alcohol Act of 2012, has its share of 


detractors, who argue that the measure 
still keeps prohibition policies alive and 
well. Mason Tvert of SAFER, who crafted 
the bill, was on hand to defend its mer¬ 
its, while other activists argued that it 
doesn’t go far enough in removing crimi¬ 
nal penalties for cultivation and posses¬ 
sion. Another seminar, which explored 
the political challenges of moving from 
medical use to full legalization, was 
another noisy affair, with “Radical” Russ 
Belville of NORML receiving pointed 
jabs from one member of the audience. 
No shrinking violet himself, Russ gave as 
good as he got, stating flatly that if you’re 
against legalization, you’re supporting 
prohibition. His “box canyon” presenta¬ 
tion (which he also laid out in his article 
“Beware the Box Canyon” in the April T2 
issue of HT) put his argument into per¬ 
spective for many: “When you say T’m a 
patient, not a criminal,’ it implies that if 
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Relying on lab results 
and the determinations 
of pot scholars, the 
judging system assures 
winners that their 
products are thoroughly 
deserving of the Cup. 
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The event ended with the 
High Times Medical Cannabis 
Cup awards recognizing the 
top pot products in Colorado. 
During the past 18 months, 
cultivation editor Nico Escon¬ 
dido has constructed perhaps

knowledgeable growers and pot scholars, 
the judging system assures winners that 
their products are thoroughly deserving 
of the Medical Cannabis Cup. 

The ceremony was punctuated by two 
special awards: Keith Stroup, the founder 
of NORML, was pleasantly surprised by 
the presentation of the High Times Life¬ 
time Achievement Award, while Emily 
Aryn of Lansing, MI, was crowned Miss 
High Times 2012. 

We’re now looking forward to 2013. 
There may be a whole new set of rules in 
place for the High Times Medical Can¬ 
nabis Cup next year. Perhaps 
there will also be better laws 
and an even more vibrant 
cannabis industry flourishing 
in the state. As the dreams of 
Coloradans grow bigger and 
better, High Times will always 
be there to cheer them on. ^

After last year’s epic competition, 
which boasted some of the most 
potent strains ever lab-tested at a 
High Times Cannabis Cup event, 
expectations ran high for our return 
to the Mile High City. And she didn’t 
disappoint: With impressive cures 
and impeccable aesthetics-includ¬ 
ing in the concentrates and edibles 
categories-almost every one of the 
149 entries looked like a winner upon 
first inspection. Following 10 days 
of scoring by expert judges, clear 
victors emerged. Some were old 
favorites, but there were surprises 
as well. Here are three of cultivation 
editor Nico Escondido’s 2012 faves. 


Skunkberry 

Green Man Cannabis 
This entry had a total score of 79.5 
out of a possible 100 points, the 
highest at the 2012 Denver Cup. 

(The previous highest score was 84.) 
Judges proved their expertise testing 
this Skunk x Blueberry; lab results 
revealed a THC content of 18.64%. 
Grown organically in soil by Green 
Man Cannabis, this entry grabbed 
top hybrid honors. 

Dawg’s Waltz 

Natural Remedies 

I’m not sure how long this dandy lady 
has been on the Colorado scene, but 
it deserves special mention. A hybrid 


of Tres Dawg x Purple Urkle, this entry 
had terrific aesthetics and aroma. A 
little bit more stabilization and good 
gardening work should help her 
achieve her genetic potential. Two dif¬ 
ferent clinics entered the strain: One 
version, entered by Natural Remedies, 
hit 19.72%, the highest THC mark in 
the 2012 Denver Cup. 

CBD Oil 

RiverRock Wellness South 
I know, I know: How can a concen¬ 
trate go up against flowers in the 
same competition? To be honest, this 
is the first and only CBD concentrate 
ever to be entered in a High Times 
Cannabis Cup. At the moment, we 


haven’t created separate categories 
for CBD strains and concentrates, 
but it was necessary to recognize 
the growers who took the time and 
care not only to grow a high-CBD 
strain, but to turn it into this amazing 
medicinal concentrate. Deservingly, 
RiverRock Wellness South took the 
top prize in the CBD category. Our 
lab results put this oil at almost 26% 
CBD. 

A special shout-out goes to Cann- 
Labs and Herbal Synergy. Their 
dedicated lab teams, who accurately 
scored the competition’s entries, 
inspired a great deal of confidence in 
our final decisions.

One way to successfully harvest an outdoor cannabis crop is to 
locate your garden where no one else wants to go. Swamps and 
wetlands fit that description perfectly Story by VirmieKaz 


S wamps are low areas of woods 
or forest that hold runoff water 
(and also form topsoil “islands” 
surrounded by this standing water) that 
support the growth of all types of plant 
life. Because of the thick cover of plants, 
a swamp is the perfect area to locate a 
secret garden. 

Swamps, marshes and bogs are 
everywhere! These areas are useless for 
farming, so the owners work around 
them, never performing maintenance 
on what is considered wasteland. As 
you drive around, be on the lookout for 
swamps that could be guerilla garden 
candidates. Once a swamp is spotted, 
check out aerial photos of the area on the 


Internet—these photos will save you a lot 
of hiking time. Look for a secure spot to 
park a vehicle and another secure spot 
(or spots) to enter the area. After this, 
put some boots on the ground and go 
exploring. 

Be advised, though, that exploring a 
swamp requires some special equipment. 
The water can get deep, so hip boots or 
even waders are a must. Waders cover 
the entire body to the height of the chest, 
allowing a grower to move through the 
deeper parts of the swamp. Buy a decent 
pair of work gloves to keep your hands 
dry and prevent them from being cut. It’s 
also a good idea to have an extra pair on 
you, because wet gloves mean cold hands! 


Construction of the Swamp Tube 

Mary Jane thrives in well-drained soil, so 
she doesn’t like standing water around 
her roots. Because swamp soil is almost 
constantly saturated, the grower must 
use a raised container to hold the grow 
mix above the water level. These contain¬ 
ers are referred to as “swamp tubes.” 

The most important step in building a 
proper-sized swamp tube is determin¬ 
ing the high-water level in your swampy 
area. Examine the base of the trees for g 
algae growth, which indicates the highest i 
level that the water has reached in past | 

years. The swamp tube is designed so f 

< 

that the bottom third will be submerged > 
when the water level reaches its high 2 
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point, usually during every heavy rainfall 
event (i.e., a three feet tall swamp tube is 
used when the high-water level is nine to 
10 inches deep). When rainfall raises the 
water level, the bottom layer of grow mix 
becomes saturated with water. The grow 
mix is then completely moistened, and 
the plants explode with growth. 

Starting materials on your shopping 
list include a roll of four-feet-tall heavy 
wire fencing, some 10’ x 10' plastic 
tarps, and a roll or two of duct tape. The 
amount of fencing needed is determined 
by the desired diameter of your swamp 
tubes, as well as the number of tubes to 
be built. Using an 18-inch diameter as 
an example, the swamp tube is approxi¬ 
mately five feet around, meaning that 
one 50' roll of wire fencing will supply 
enough material to build 10 tubes. Each 
tube also requires one plastic tarp. Look 
for green or camo-pattern tarps; do not 
use blue, as those tarps stand out too 
much. You should expect the tarps to run 
you about $5 each. 

Some growers believe that cannabis 
cannot survive in a grow mix when the 
bottom third is sitting in water, but 
this isn’t true: Cannabis loves a moist- 
even wet—grow mix, so long as there’s 
another foot or more of dry mix above 
the water to act as a buffer and keep the 
roots well oxygenated. The grow mix 
used consists of finely shredded peat 
moss with a little added lime. The peat 
is used because it absorbs water like a 
sponge and holds it well. 

There are many reasons that a swamp 
environment is perfect for cannabis 
growing. Because of the saturated soil, 
the trees and shrubs found in these areas 
are stunted, which means they won’t 
block the sunlight. These small trees 
are tall enough to provide cover, but not 
large enough to throw your plants into 
shade. The tree branches should also 
be trimmed back if necessary to allow 
maximum sunlight penetration. This 
is the first rule for an outdoor bumper 
crop -.full sunlight for at least eight to 10 
hours per day. 

1) Cut a 4' x 5' piece of wire fencing so that the 
ends form wire spikes used to fasten the ends 
of the tube together. 2) Fencing is laid on top of 
the plastic camo tarp. 3) Wear work gloves while 
poking the spikes through the tarp material. 4) 
Fold the remaining tarp material over the top. 

5) Form the fencing into a circle and twist the 
end spikes together to form the swamp tube. 

6) A closeup after the spikes have been twisted 
tightly using pliers. 7) Fold the top and four to six 
inches of fencing over the outside of the tube. 8) 
The finished tube next to a 5-gallon bucket for 
comparison. 9) The mixing tool ensures proper 
distribution of nutrients. 
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One of the luxuries of growing in 
swamps is that the watering is taken care 
of by Mother Nature. The roots exist in 
standing water, constantly pulling it into 
the grow mix from below. These roots 
grow to the bottom of the swamp tube 
and into the saturated soil below, assur¬ 
ing the plants an ample supply of water 
even if the floor of the swamp dries out 
during hot weather. The plants con¬ 
stantly receive all of the moisture they 
need, leading to explosive growth rates. 

Because swamps are low-lying, an 
inch of rain usually means a 3- to 4-inch 
rise in the swamp’s water levels, with 
lower areas filling up even faster. And 
even after the waters recede, the soil in 
the bottom of the tube stays saturated for 
days. This cycle is repeated with every 
heavy rainfall. Water-absorbing polymers 
in the grow mix help to retain even more 
moisture; use the large-sized polymers at 
about 14 cup per cubic foot of soil mix. 
This is the second rule for an outdoor 
bumper crop: A fast-growing, high- 
yielding cannabis garden requires huge 
amounts of irrigation water in order to 
reach its full yield potential. This means 
that by using the swamp for water, the 
plants’ irrigation needs are taken care of 
completely. 

Once sunlight and irrigation are 


covered, the next consideration is the 
amendments used to fertilize the plants. 
Peat moss has an acidic pH, and so does 
swamp water—which means that lime, 
in the form of oyster-shell flour or finely 
powdered agricultural limestone, should 
be added to adjust the pH. Oyster-shell 
flour is simply powdered oyster shells, 
which means it’s full of calcium—and 
marijuana loves calcium! 

Amendments are added in late winter/ 
early spring. Mixing the amendments 
with the peat is done using a custom 
mixing tool that can be put together by 
the local blacksmith’s shop for $20. A 
4ft. 3 bale of peat will top off an 18-inch 
diameter tube. Approximately six gallons 
of amendments will be added to the mix, 
so the amount of peat required will end 
up being less. Swamp growers add a vari¬ 
ety of amendments to the mix, including: 

Cattle-manure compost (1.5 gal per cubic foot) 
Chicken-manure compost (1 qt per cubic foot) 
Bone meal (2 cups per cubic foot) 

Espoma 5-3-3 (3/4 cup per cubic foot) 

Alfalfa meal (1 cup per cubic foot) 

Kelp meal (1/8 cup per cubic foot) 

Worm castings (1 cup per cubic foot) 
High-nitrogen (N) and high-phosphorus (P) 
Bat guano (3/4 cup per cubic foot for each) 


This large variety of amendments 
provides a balanced blend of macro- and 
micronutrients. Bone meal breaks down 
slowly, providing needed phosphorous at 
flowering. Alfalfa meal provides the fatty- 
acid-based growth stimulator triaconta- 
nol, the main ingredient in Superthrive. 

Kelp provides potassium and growth hor¬ 
mones. Espoma 5-3-3 is a full-spectrum 
fertilizer added to balance out deficiencies 
in the mix. These amendments all have a 
medium breakdown time, supplying the 
nutrients for three to four months. 

With the plants well-watered and all of 
their fertilization needs taken care of, the 
number of visits to the site can be kept to a 
minimum, greatly enhancing your personal 
security. An undisturbed swamp tube will 
be completely surrounded by plant growth 
in a short time; the fast-growing plants 
simply swallow them up. At flowering, 

Earth Juice Bloom and Earth Juice Catalyst 
are watered in. Each tube receives two 
waterings, spaced one week apart. 

Installing the Swamp Tubes 

The best time to install swamp tubes 

is in the very early spring, before the *

your waders, because that water is deep 
and cold! The waders are rubber and 
waterproof, but not very warm, so wear 
a thin pair of sweatpants underneath the 
waders for insulation. If you’re too cheap 
to buy waders and instead decide to use 
knee boots this time of year, it’s virtually 
guaranteed that you will step into a deep 
spot and fill your boots to the top with 
very cold water. 

To install the tubes, you will need 
three steel “utility” fence posts of the kind 
usually used to support chicken-wire fenc¬ 
ing—they run about $3 each. These have 
little “hooks” along their entire length 
that are used to attach the fencing. Next, 
buy a roll of steel rebar wire, which is 
the steel wire used to tie rebar supports 
together in concrete projects. A 350-feet- 
long roll costs about $4, and this should 
be all you need. Also, purchase a 3-lb. 
sledgehammer to drive the fence posts 
into the floor of the swamp. 

Each swamp tube requires a 4ft. 3 bale 
of grow mix. If you’re strong, plan on 
carrying in the full bale; if not, purchase 
the 2.2ft. 3 bales. Also, when you purchase 
the grow mix, choose bales that are bone- 
dry—a wet bale of peat will weigh in at 
100 pounds! 

Each swamp tube weighs a couple 
of pounds, so five or six can be carried 
into the swamp at one time. Carrying 
the tubes is the easy part, but hauling in 
enough mix to fill multiple tubes will be 
a backbreaking task: The swamp is slip¬ 
pery, and there are all kinds of underwa¬ 
ter obstacles to trip you up—and when 
you trip in the swamp with a bale of mix

on your shoulder, there is nowhere to 
land except in the water. Therefore, it’s a 
good idea to first “blaze” a trail through 
the water without carrying anything. 

Once you’re at your guerrilla plot, 
stand the swamp tube in the desired 
location and hammer the fence posts 
into the swamp floor below. Three posts 
should be placed evenly around each 
tube. Do not skimp on the fence posts, 
because the plants grow so fast in the 
swamp that they’ll become top-heavy and 
pull the entire tube over on its side with¬ 
out the proper support. Pound the posts 
into the swamp until they’re even with

the top of the tube. Next, wrap the wire 
around the perimeter of the tube as well 
as the fence posts at least three or four 
times, making sure to wrap it around the 
hooks on the posts with each pass. Wrap 
the tubes at the top, middle and bottom: 
This extra support keeps the tubes from 
bursting open during the winter and the 
rainy season. Try to keep the tubes in a 
circular shape as you wrap them. 

The tube is now ready to top off. Add 
some grow mix and some of the amend¬ 
ments and mix well. Do this until the 
tube is full. The best method for adding 
amendments is to mix them together in a 
bucket first, pouring a little at a time into 
the grow mix as it is poured into the tube. 
Use a small shovel to blend the soil as you 
go. At transplant time, the rooted female 
cuttings are placed into their tubes and 
given one shot of 20-20-20, which sup¬ 
plies each plant with a starting boost. 

Another weather-related plus: The 
water in the swamp absorbs and holds 
heat that is generated during the daylight 
hours. This residual heat helps to prevent 
frost damage to later-maturing strains. As 
the nighttime temperatures drop below 
freezing, the stored heat is radiated back 
into the air, keeping the air temperature 
just warm enough to prevent the plants 
from being damaged by frost. 

To harvest a successful crop, the 
grower must stay one step ahead of 
helicopters and plant thieves. A location 
deep in the swamp may seem spooky and 
intimidating at first, but once it’s dialed 
in for maximum production, it can theo¬ 
retically supply the grower with years 
and years of bountiful harvests. (Some of 
my own tubes have been in place for six 
years, and they’re still in use!) Add addi¬ 
tional tubes after each growing season 
and you’ll soon have a massively yielding 
garden oasis that will provide pounds 
and pounds of buds, year after year, with 
almost no additional work involved. ^

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After years of horrific violence spawned by Mexico’s drug war, 
a new generation of painters and artists is addressing the endless 
bloodshed-especially in Culiacan, home base of the powerful 
Sinaloa cartel. Story & photos by Teun Voeten 


I n the botanical gardens of 
Culiacan, a city in northwest 
Mexico with some 675,000 
inhabitants, young girls pose 
for pictures in baroque pur¬ 
ple dresses. The photos are for their 
quinceanera, or fifteenth birthday, 
which marks the ritual transition to 
adulthood. A circle of six concrete 
slabs has been placed in the grass 
nearby. At first glance, they don’t 
seem like anything unusual—just 
another of the artworks on display 
in the park. It’s only on closer 
inspection that you see the inscrip¬ 
tion: “Concrete mixed with water 
with which murdered people were 
washed in the morgue.” 

The work is by Teresa Margolles, an artist originally from 
Culiacan, who has incorporated into her pieces physical 
evidence of the widespread drug violence that has plunged 
Mexico into a dark circle of death. Margolles attained inter¬ 
national recognition with her controversial installation at the 
Venice Biennale in 2009, in which the floor was continuously 
mopped with water mixed with the blood of murder victims. 
The evaporating water left behind a thin film of blood cells, 


which were carried away beneath 
the shoes of visitors. 

“The morgue is my studio,” Mar¬ 
golles once said in an interview. Her 
artists’ collective is called SeMeFo, 
the Spanish abbreviation for the 
official Mexican Forensic Medical 
Service, which carries out most of 
the autopsies on the country’s daily 
dead. Blood and miscellaneous 
objects collected at crime scenes are 
the stuff of Margolles’s art. De que 
otra cosa podriamos hablar?—“YLow 
can we talk about anything else?”— 
was the title of her piece in Venice, 
an unambiguous cry from the heart. 

Margolles currently divides her 
time between Mexico City and 
Madrid, though she still has colleagues working in Culiacan. 
These include Maria Rosa Robles, a conceptual artist whose 
most famous piece used the actual blood-soaked blankets in 
which a number of victims were found; Lenin Marquez, a 
painter who specializes in meticulous portraits of the dead; 
and Fernando Brito, a photographer known for his haunting 
pictures of bullet-riddled bodies, often taken early in the day, in 
the soft and diffuse morning light. 
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A conceptual work by Maria Rosa Robles, 
called ‘Angel of Independence.’ The Angel 
is like Mexico’s Statue of Liberty. In this 
version she is draped in a bloodied blanket 
in which an actual crime victim was found. 
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M exico has always had an obses¬ 
sion with death. The most 
important national holiday is 
Diet, de los Muertos, or “Day of the Dead,” 
when the deceased are remembered 
and celebrated with appearances by La 
Catrina, an elegantly dressed female 
skeleton. There is also the cult of Santa 
Muerte, a mix of Catholicism and pagan 
symbols that has attracted a large follow¬ 
ing among the lower classes as well as 
drug traffickers. 

The cult of death has its roots in the 
country’s pre-Columbian culture. “We 
see death as a natural phenomenon for 
which we have respect,” says Robles sim¬ 
ply. “Just as we celebrate life, we embrace 
death as well.” 

Historically, death has always lurked 
just around the corner in Mexico, a coun¬ 
try plagued by wars, revolutions and pov¬ 
erty throughout its long history. But these 
days, the bodies can literally be seen lying 
in the streets. Since Mexican President 
Felipe Calderon declared war on the coun¬ 
try’s drug cartels in 2006, almost 50,000 
people have been killed—more than total 
estimated casualties, civilian and military, 
in the US war in Afghanistan. 

The world’s most dangerous city is 
now Ciudad Juarez, where 3,100 people 
were killed in 2010, out of a population 
of just over one million. Murder and 
mayhem in Mexico have become so com¬ 
mon that the international media pays 
attention only in cases of spectacular 
horror, such as the firebombing of Mon¬ 
terrey’s Casino Royale in August of 2011, 
which killed 52 people, or the 35 bodies 
that were dumped on a highway in Mon¬ 
terrey during rush hour a month later. 

But Culiacan, the capital of the Mexi¬ 
can state of Sinaloa, is a special case: 

It’s the birthplace of the most infamous 
Mexican drug lord as well as home base 
for the Sinaloa cartel, widely considered 
the most powerful drug-trafficking orga¬ 
nization in the world. The cartel’s boss, 
Joaquin “El Chapo” Guzman, is No. 55 
on the Forbes list of the planet’s richest 
men, though he ranks No. 1 on the FBI’s 
“world’s most wanted” list. 

Geographically, Sinaloa is a study 
in contrasts. To the west, there’s the 
long Pacific coast with its many invit¬ 
ing harbors; to the east, the wild Sierra 
Madre, the Mexican extension of the 
Rocky Mountains. Much like the Hindu 
Kush mountains of Afghanistan, the 
Sierra Madre are one of the most inac¬ 
cessible places on Earth—which makes 
them ideal for marijuana plantations and 
illegal landing strips, and (most likely) as

the hiding place for El Chapo. 

Pedro Avilez founded the Mexican 
drug trade in the 1960s with a marijuana 
business that would later become the 
Sinaloa cartel. It was here that El Chapo, 
his nephew, learned the tricks of the 
trade. Other successful interns included 
the Vicente Carrillo family, who later 
founded the Juarez cartel; the Arellano 
Felix brothers, who created the Tijuana 
cartel; and the Beltran Leyva brothers, 
who split from El Chapo to form an orga¬ 
nization of their own. 

With just two to four murders a day, 
Culiacan is safer than Juarez—where, on 
a bad day, an average of nine people are 
killed. But it ranks nonetheless as one of 
Mexico’s most violent cities. 

“The rate of killings is down compared 
with a few years ago,” says journalist 
Javier Valdez. “But violence expresses 
itself not only in statistics; it also mani¬ 
fests itself in the climate of fear and terror 
that has gripped the city.” Valdez, whose 
best-selling Miss Narco chronicled the lives 
of the drug lords’ wives and girlfriends, 
is—like most journalists in the country—a 


cautious man. “Self-censorship has become 
the norm,” he admits. “We don’t mention 
too many names. We only write down 10 
percent of what we actually know.” 

And who can blame him? Every day 
in Mexico, mostly in the morning, the 
dead bodies of cartel victims are found in 
deserted fields, on back roads, under¬ 
neath bridges, and in desolate industrial 
areas and vacant lots—sometimes with 
their hands tied behind their backs, 
bearing signs of torture, sometimes 
rolled up in blankets soaked with blood. 
The latter has become so common that 
a new expression has found its way into 
the rapidly growing dictionary of narco 
slang: encobijado, meaning “blanketed.” 

In 2007, Rosa Maria Robles did an 
installation at the Sinaloa Museum of Art 
called Red Carpet, in which she covered 
the floor with a number of these blood¬ 
stained blankets, on which the museum- 
goers had to step. The exhibit gained 
international attention after the Culi¬ 
acan public prosecutor closed it down 
and confiscated the blankets as official 
forensic evidence. “I knew I had made 
something powerful,” Robles says, “but 
it was never my intention to deliberately 
provoke [the authorities].” 

The exhibit had begun to develop its 
own notoriety through word of mouth, but 
it was only after El Debate, the local news¬ 
paper, published two images—the first of a 
blanket around a victim, the second of the 
same blanket spread out in the museum— 
that a scandal started to develop. The 
authorities called in Robles and the 
director of the museum for some serious 
questioning. “They tried to scare me, told 
me that I could go to jail,” Robles recalls. 
“But I remained silent on how I obtained 
the blankets. That would have endangered 
the people that had helped me.” 

In the end, Robles was released. “Even 
the authorities themselves realized that 
it was part of an artistic installation,” she 
says. “Later, the blankets were burnt for 
hygienic reasons. That was a shame.” 

Asked if she worries about putting her 
own life in danger, given that the drug 
lords and their many hired killers might 
consider her work a little too pointed, 
Robles replies with a shrug: “The narcos 
live in another world; they have no idea 
what is going on in a museum.” 

Robles often collaborates with Fer¬ 
nando Brito, a photojournalist and El 
Debate's, photo editor. One of her pieces 
consists of a bed and table on which 
the blankets and tablecloth have been 
replaced by the front pages of news¬ 
papers bearing the bloody images of 
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murder victims, meant to symbolize how 
mundane these crimes have become in 
the country. Another of her pieces is a 
version of the Pieta, with the Virgin Mary 
now cradling a blood-soaked blanket 
instead of the crucified Jesus. In front 
of the statue, a sequence of 365 images 
of dead bodies are projected, all of them 
photos by Brito. “I asked him how many 
murder images he could supply,” Robles 
says. Brito’s answer: “Thousands.” 

Brito’s work for El Debate has received 
a World Press Photo Award for Foreign 
News—specifically his series of photos of 
people executed by the drug lords. Brito’s 
pictures feature these dead bodies in 
unreal, beautiful and peaceful land¬ 
scapes, sometimes in a soft and tender 
morning light reflected by thousands of 
dewdrops, other times under dramatic 
sunsets or ominous cloud formations. 

“Here in Culiacan, we are used to 
these kind of images, but in Europe 
they could not believe it,” Brito says. 
“Some people thought the images were 
manipulated compositions.” For several 
years now, he has been covering la nota 
roja (the “red news,” as the crime pages 
are called). “I try to give these images an 
extra aesthetic dimension so they won’t 
have such an ephemeral character,” he 



explains. “Photos of the murdered are 
quickly forgotten here. Most think the 
dead must have been guilty themselves 
and have only themselves to blame for 
their violent end. But, of course, not all 
victims are criminals.” 

Brito now exhibits his work worldwide. 
“Because my images are not that hard 
and aggressive, they wind up in galleries 
and reach a completely different audience 
than the average newspaper reader,” he 
says. Even so, he declined an invitation to 


show his images in Culiacan. “Too danger¬ 
ous,” he says. “It only takes one person 
who might be offended and I have prob¬ 
lems.” And, in Culiacan, having “prob¬ 
lems” is something of an understatement: 
It means you’re a walking dead man. 

At the moment, Brito is working on 
a series of portraits of the families of 
the dead. “I want to do something for 
Culiacan,” he says. Though it’s a danger¬ 
ous city, he swears he’ll never leave it: “My 
wife, my friends, my family, all are from 
here. Culiacan is and will remain my city.” 

Painter Lenin Marquez nearly became 
a fatality when he wound up in a firefight 
in which four people were killed. It 
would mark his life forever. “I went flat 
on the ground, and these bullets kept 
coming from all directions,” he recalls 
grimly. Now he paints realistic portraits 
of the murdered—some with scary 
grins, others with blank, empty faces. 

His most recent work features romantic 
landscapes done in a deliberately campy 
style—but instead of innocent shepherds 
frolicking or playing a flute, there are 
bound and blindfolded murder victims. 

At the same time, Marquez insists: 

“My work is not a denunciation—I only 
observe and register.” He states clearly 
that he is not working in the tradition of 
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famed Mexican muralists such as Diego 
Rivera and David Siqueiros—social critics 
whose angry engagement was reflected 
in paintings that sometimes seemed over 
the top. Margolles, likewise, describes 
her work modestly as “an invitation for 
reflection.” 

This new school of Mexican artists 
won’t paint caricatures of heroic work¬ 
ers fighting cigar-smoking capitalist 
bullies, as Rivera did, but instead uses 
more eclectic strategies to address what’s 
happening to their country. At the same 
time, Marquez becomes quite impas¬ 
sioned when he talks about the killing 
fields. “The violence has turned into a 
deep, dark, black subculture,” he says. “It 
has become a cancer that has grown and 
spread inside the whole country. It is a 
complete disaster.” 

Asked if he expects any solutions, Mar¬ 
quez replies: “Not within five years, not 
in a decade—Culiacan is just a sample of 
what the future has in store for us.” 

Javier Valdez agrees: “We are living 
under the terrorist rule of the narcos— a 
terrorism without ideology, driven only 
by a power-hungry greed.” 

At the Jardines de Humaya, one of the 
cemeteries of Culiacan, you can admire 
another expression of narco cultura, this

one created not by artists, but by the 
drug lords themselves. Massive, elaborate 
mausoleums—some three stories high, 
complete with staircases and air-condi¬ 
tioning—have become a status symbol 
for every self-respecting narco. Culiacan 
also has the highest rate of Hummers 
per capita in the country, though they’ve 
temporarily disappeared from the 
streets: Since the start of Calderon’s War 


on Drugs, most traffickers prefer to keep 
a lower profile. But the Hummers still 
shine in the garages of the grandiose vil¬ 
las in the Bellavista neighborhood, where 
some of the homes are adorned with half 
a dozen gaudy domes. This uninhibited 
display of wealth results in some remark¬ 
able examples of narco architectura. 

In the meantime, at the chapel of Jesus 
Malverde, visitors come and go: petty 
criminals, tourists from Los Angeles, 
mariachi bands and some narco heavy 
hitters. Malverde is said to have been a 
street bandit who was hung in the early 
20th century; the authorities refused to 
allow a burial, instead leaving his body to 
decompose on the gallows. After it fell to 
the earth, passersby tossed small stones 
onto it as a silent protest, resulting in a 
kind of burial mound. Later, a chapel was 
built on that very spot. 

Jesus Malverde has now become a cult 
hero with Robin Hood status, the patron 
saint of criminals, outlaws and underdogs 
in general. With granite plaques, some 
people express gratitude to him for miracu¬ 
lous healings, while others ask the narco 
saint to bless their latest drug shipment. 

Margolles also has her own plaque 
here. “ Graciaspor Todo” it says wryly: 
“Thanks for Everything.” # 
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How to put evo-devo to work for you. By Greg Green 


n plants as well as in animals, 
developmental biology is regu¬ 
lated by a DNA sequence known 
as a homeobox, which controls an 
organism’s development by using 
a small set of instructions recombined 
in different ways to allow cells to form 
complex structures. 

For example, the paradigm for flower¬ 
ing is called the “ABC model,” which sim¬ 
ply means that there are three classes of 
homeotic genes responsible for the total 
expression of a floral cluster: Class A and 
B operate on the outer whorls, Class C on 
the inner whorls. Class A alone works on 
sepals, but A and B combine for petals. B 
and C work together to produce stamens, 
while C alone works on carpels. Also, C 
suppresses A in the inner whorls, while A 
suppresses C in the outer whorls. This is 
all part of a spectrum of homeotic genes 
that work much the same way in floral 
development as similar genes (known as 
“Hox genes”) work in animal embryos. 

The ABC model has since been 
expanded to the “ABCE model” to include 
an additional E gene needed for floral 
development. (There’s a D gene that was 
discovered before E, but it has to do with 
ovule specification.) This new model is 
also referred to as the “quartet model,” 
while the type of homeobox is called a 
“MADS-box.” It is believed that hundreds 


of MADS-boxes are responsible for coor¬ 
dinating development in plants. It’s all 
part of the rapidly expanding field of evo¬ 
lutionary developmental biology, or “evo- 
devo” for short. 

So thanks to this field of microbiology, 
we’re now in a position to learn some¬ 
thing about the benefits of microprop¬ 
agation when it comes to cultivating 
cannabis. It’s been known for some time 
that cells can live outside the organism 
they’re taken from, depending on the cell 
type and the environment they’re moved 
into. This process of removing cells from 
an organism and maintaining them inde¬ 
pendently is called “tissue culture.” The 
cells must be kept in a medium that sup¬ 
plies them with all of the chemicals they 
need for their developmental biology to 
continue—and when plant cells are used, 
we call this process “plant tissue culture.” 

In the early days of tissue culture back 
in the late 19th century, cells from organ¬ 
isms were kept alive by finding the right 
combination of growth medium and sub¬ 
strate chemicals. By the start of the 21st 
century, scientists had not only found 
ways to keep cells alive in substrates, 
but also to grow the cells in them. This 
astonishing fact means that cells contain 
enough information to form more com¬ 
plex multicellular structures in vitro— 
and, even more importantly, that Noah’s 


Ark can now be reduced to a roomful of 
manageably sized boxes ... not just theo¬ 
retically, but literally. 

In fact, it is now eminently possible 
to store every known cannabis strain on 
just a handful of trays; you could also ask 
someone to send you a whole seed bank’s 
worth of genetics in one small pack. Most 
importantly, by properly maintaining tis¬ 
sue-culture dishes, you can create a virtu¬ 
ally immortal culture of plant cells. 

The key to tissue culture is maintain¬ 
ing the proper environment and using 
good cell samples. Your donor plant 
selection is crucial here, because your 
chosen plant’s genetics will continue 
throughout the cell-culture line, and 
no other genes can invade that popula¬ 
tion except by mutation—but these will 
be mostly neutral mutations that don’t 
change the plant in any significant way. 

Maintaining your plant stock via tis¬ 
sue culture requires cell cloning and clone 
expansion. Any such culture can be grown 
into a fully mature and flowering female 
cannabis plant (assuming that you started 
with a female donor). The best part is that 
this can all be done using a limited num¬ 
ber of cheap, readily available materials. 
As with cloning, practice is needed to get 
an unfamiliar process right—but once you 
know what you’re doing, it’s a simple pro¬ 
cess to continue.

The Ins and Outs of Tissue Culture 

As with cloning, selecting the right 
mother plant for tissue culture means 
first gaining experience with the mom 
to determine that she’s the one you want 
to propagate. Once you’ve selected the 
mother, she becomes the donor plant, 
at which point you simply clip a clean, 
healthy leaf from your chosen mom. 

(The size of the leaf will depend on how 
many tissue cultures you want to make.) 
It’s important to clean the leaf of any 
contaminants, as tissue culture will also 
cultivate spores and microorganisms— 
especially molds and fungi—and washing 
the leaf prevents that from happening. 

In general, maintaining cleanliness is 
important to keep anything other than 
the plant tissue from growing inside the 
chamber. You’ll also want to wash your 
hands—and while latex gloves aren’t a 
necessity, the less you handle the inside 


of the tissue culture, the less likely you 
are to introduce bacteria into the grow 
medium. 

Cleaning the leaf’s surface is very 
important and requires some attention: 
By not skimping on this part of the pro¬ 
cess, you’ll substantially increase your 
chances of success. Polysorbate 20—more 
commonly known as Tween 20 or Alkest 
TW—is the best detergent for this type of 
cleaning, since it efficiently reduces bind¬ 
ing affinities at the leaf surface. After the 
leaf has been cleaned, it should be pre¬ 
pared in ethyl alcohol or sodium hypo¬ 
chlorite. Most of these sterilization 
products are already diluted, but you 
may want to dilute them more, and you 
shouldn’t keep the leaf in the solution for 
more than 10 to 30 minutes. If you can’t 
get these products, you could also try 
something like Clorox, though you might 
have better results using deionized water. 


A laminar flow hood is usually an 
industrial laboratory-grade unit designed 
for housing chemicals and tissue cul¬ 
tures. Basically, it’s a box with a HEPA fil¬ 
ter serving as one wall, and with a fan 
mounted on the top panel through a 
small inlet. A laminar flow hood is the 
perfect environment for starting off tis¬ 
sue cultures. While there’s no need to 
prepare the tissue culture inside a ster¬ 
ilized chamber using latex gloves taped 
to two holes cut in the sides, you could 
always give this method a shot if you feel 
so inclined. You can even make your own 
laminar flow hood at some stage, but 
starting off simply with a plastic Tupper- 
ware container to hold the tissue-cul¬ 
ture dishes isn’t a bad idea, and it will 
allow you to upgrade your operation as 
you gain experience. At the same time, 
the indoor mushroom cultivation indus¬ 
try has devoted a lot of effort to the con¬ 
struction of laminar flow hoods, so you’ll 
certainly reap the benefits from using 
one (and if you find a lot of contamina¬ 
tion in your tissue-culture projects, you’ll 
definitely need one). As stated earlier, 
you can always make your own inexpen¬ 
sive DIY version, though you’ll still likely 
have to spend some money on the HEPA 
filter. 

Next you’ll need a sterile scalpel to cut 
the leaf up into small sections (called the 
“explants”). Some people use tweezers 
to manipulate these small explants after 
they’ve been cut, but it’s quite easy to 
damage the leaf surface and destroy huge 
amounts of stomata simply by moving 
them with tweezers; lifting the explants 
up from below with a spatula is a much 
gentler method. The point is, whichever 
method you use, handle the explants 
with care, as lots of surface damage will 
destroy your work before it even reaches 
the substrate. 

Once they’re taken, the explants 
must be placed into the tissue-culture 
medium. It’s best to buy a single bottle of 
tissue-culture agar rather than the packs 
that require you to combine a gelling 
agent with a blank-powder formulation, 
because in the latter case you’ll need to 
mix it using laboratory-grade equipment 
and will likely need access to a pressure- 
cooker sterilizer. But these aren’t really 
necessary for domestic tissue culture— 
a single bottle of agar (and following 
the concentrations on the label, if any) 
should be enough. 

The best type of agar to get is one spe¬ 
cifically prepared for plant tissue culture. 
You’ll soon find that there’s a diverse 
range of agar formulations developed 
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Tiresias Mist is a naturally occurring 
mineral mixture that allows growers 
to isolate a branch of a female plant 
and enable it to produce male 
characteristics (i. e. pollen sacs). 
Because the genetics originate from 
a female plant, you will only have 
feminized seeds... GUARANTEED! 
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for different species, but a general-pur¬ 
pose agar medium for plant tissue cul¬ 
ture should be sufficient. These usually 
contain primary, secondary and micro¬ 
nutrients, growth hormones, thiamine, 
nicotinic acid and riboflavin. It’s impor¬ 
tant to make sure that the medium’s pH 
doesn’t range too far outside 5.5 (a pH of 
6 or 7 is fine.) Once you’ve settled on the 
agar, then the medium should always be 
kept at the pH for that particular prod¬ 
uct (though if you’re not happy with 
the pH, you may wish to try a new agar 
brand, but it should still be at about 6). 

If you’re using Petri dishes, they 
should be cleaned as much as possible 
using the same detergent you used for 
the leaf surface before adding the agar. 
You can also use other types of contain¬ 
ers such as tissue-culture vessels, test 
tubes, jars and bottles, as long as they’re 
clear and transparent. (There’s a high- 
end vessel available called the Magenta 
GA7, but it’s only used for advanced 
tissue culture, which makes it quite 
expensive.) 

Cell cloning or clone expansion is basi¬ 
cally the whole point of tissue culture: 

All this means is that you keep on multi¬ 
plying the tissue cultures exponentially. 
You can buy trays with more than one 
well to put each explant in; some formats 
will hold up to 24 explants. You’ll need 
to check the well diameter and growth 
area to make sure there’s enough space 
to work with, so be sure to look into 
these details before you order them. Also, 
you don’t have to use only one explant 
per container or well; if there’s room for 
more explants, you can certainly add 
more—but remember that root growth 
will occur, so you’ll want to get the 
explants out of the medium before their 
roots tangle. 

Whatever container you use, you’ll 
also need to make sure that it can be 
closed with a permeable lid. (If the lid 
isn’t permeable, then your explants and 
plants will die.) If you don’t have access 
to a permeable lid, you can also use lab¬ 
oratory stretch film. This film will cling 
to the outside of dishes, but you’ll need 
to perforate it quite a few times using a 
sterilized pin. 

Basically, this is all you really need 
to start the explants off. Once they’re 
in their medium and containers, they 
should grow with very little light. If you 
do want to add some light, the available 
window light is fine (or else a very low- 
wattage fluorescent). The problem with 
using a grow light is that you may end up 
exposing the explants to too much heat; 


this is hardly ideal and can cause the 
explants to fail. You may find that simply 
putting them on a shelf in a room that 
receives window light is sufficient. Some 
explants start better in darkness—again, 
it depends on the strain, the condition of 
the explants and the growing medium. 
Some people have stored their tissue cul¬ 
tures away in a box and found that the 
explants were able to grow; even so, at 
some stage you’ll have to move them to a 
light source or they will fail. 

Unfortunately, there’s no one way to 
get this right except through trial and 
error—and some of the explants will fail, 
so you’ll need to work with a selection of 
five to 10 when experimenting with con¬ 
ditions; this will allow you to try them 
out under different environments and 
see which one works best. But again, 
simply putting the explants on a shelf is 
likely all you’ll need when starting out. 


The Big Picture 

When it comes to tissue culture, there is 
good news and bad news. The bad news 
is that, out of all the different ways to 
propagate a plant from seed or clone, tis¬ 
sue culture takes the longest to start out. 
Most explants require about a month 
before they begin to show visible signs of 
growth, and some may take even longer. 
Though, if you don’t see roots after a 
month you may want to change your 
method. Usually, the cells start dividing 
and the explants begin growing within 
the first few weeks, but because this is 
happening on a micro-level, it takes time 
to see. So while it’s much like rooting 
clones, it takes a lot longer because you 


also have to grow the clone. 

The other big problem is that you ide¬ 
ally need to maintain a pathogen-free 
environment, which isn’t always possi¬ 
ble in a non-laboratory setting (i.e., your 
home). There will almost always be some 
contamination problems such as fungi 
and bacteria, which thrive in the tis¬ 
sue culture’s environment, but you can 
reduce these or even stop them alto¬ 
gether with a better quality laminar flow 
hood. 

Now here’s the good news: This type 
of mass multiplication of plants from 
a single source can end up becoming a 
whole new grow venture unto itself— 
and once you get the process down, you 
can easily take just a leaf from someone’s 
plant and have a whole basement full of 
that strain within a year. Talk about a 
game changer! 

Remember, multicellularity doesn’t 


just spontaneously appear. It’s an intri¬ 
cate journey, sometimes undertaken with 
the simplest of genetic toy boxes (or, in 
this case, MADS-boxes), with the same 
genes appearing in different combina¬ 
tions and shaping different parts. This 
evolutionary tendency is part of the bio¬ 
logical rhythm of life, the very founda¬ 
tion of existence for many living things. 
And it’s by understanding this process 
that we can explain why tissue culture 
works. 

One of the favorite catchphrases of the 
cannabis community has been that “it all 
starts with a single seed.” Maybe now we 
should change that to read: It all starts 
with a single cell. ^ 
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W atching Breaking Bad is a

So you grew up here in South¬ 
ern California. 

I did. I was raised not too 
far from where we are right 
now—a little suburb of LA 
called Canoga Park. In this 
valley, there were miles and 
miles of emptiness. We’d ride 
our bikes and go into ditches 
and washes—I mean, it was 
great. 

Was that a pretty normal child¬ 
hood for you? 

Well, “normal” is what you 
think it is. It’s funny how 


people are—you assume that 
the way you were raised is 
the way that everybody was 
raised. I remember when I 
was doing Malcolm in the 
Middle , we’d get letters, and 
there would be comments 
about the mom, who would 
walk around the house naked. 
People would say, “It’s not 
real, it can’t happen, moth¬ 
ers wouldn’t do that.” But 
there were just as many peo¬ 
ple writing: “Omigod! I’ve 
never seen anything on tele¬ 
vision like this. My mom and 


dad walked around the house 
naked!” The letters made me 
realize that “normalcy” is a 
subjective term. 

Speaking of normalcy, is it true 
you studied police science? 

My brother joined the 
LAPD Explorers. I don’t really 
know why he joined; I guess 
he just had this impulse. But 
he went to the LAPD Acad¬ 
emy eight Saturdays in a row 
and studied police work and 
underwent physical training 
and drills. The first summer 
that he was a member, they 
went to Japan, and I was so 
envious. The second summer, 
they went to Hawaii, and I’m 
thinking: “As soon as I’m 16, 
I’m joining so I can travel.” It 
was just a matter of fact that 
I’d go to the academy and do 
the training for eight weeks. 
Sure enough, I’m 16 and I 
graduate from the academy 
No. 1 in my class. I discov¬ 
ered that I was good at police 
work—I didn’t particularly 
like it, but I was good. My 
whole family, being of good 
working-class stock, said: 

“You find something you’re 
good at, you go after it.” 

So you weren’t a law-and-order 
guy: “I gotta be a policeman”? 

No, no—but I was good at 
it. So, at that tender age, I was 
planning my life and thought, 
“Okay, that’s what I’ll do.” My 
first year, we went to Europe 
for over three weeks. We went 
to Germany and Austria, Swit¬ 
zerland, France, Belgium, Hol¬ 
land ... 

Our tax dollars at work! I’m not 
sure we like this idea... 

[Laughing ] No, no, no— 
it wasn’t like that: Every kid 
had to come up with a cer¬ 
tain amount of money, and 
then we were guests. We got a 
special deal on flights; every 
police department in every 
city hosted us. They’d put us 
up in halls, and there’d be 
bunk beds and we had sleep¬ 
ing bags. 

Do you remember much of 


your training? 

Whenever I’m doing a 
character where I’m playing a 
cop—or, in this case, a crim¬ 
inal—I actually know some¬ 
thing about how the police 
would approach a house. I do 
have some memory of that. 

Everybody loved you as the 
oddball dentist in Seinfeld, and 
you played a pretty regular 
dad on Malcolm in the Middle. 
So how did you get cast as the 
complex Walter White? 

I can’t say it was written 
for me, but I did cross [show 
creator] Vince Gilligan’s mind 
when he was developing this. 

I worked for Vince in an epi¬ 
sode of The X-Files. I played 
a horrible person—bigoted, 
angry, anti-Semitic, anti- 
everything. Yet the audience 
had to feel some sympathy for 
him. That’s a dangerous thing 
to watch, but it does give 
insight to the nuanced talent 
of Vince Gilligan. 

“What you 
lack in 
experience, 
you fill those 
gaps with 
imagination 
to justify this 
person.” 

Breaking Bad came up 
about a year and a half after 
the end of Malcolm in the 
Middle, and I was in the right 
place at the right time. It was 
the best one-hour pilot script 
I’ve ever read, and I went 
after it. When you read some¬ 
thing that’s really well con¬ 
structed and full of conflict 
and pathos, you get excited. 
You also don’t have to work 
that hard, because you dream 
about it—your character seeps 
into you. 

Literally, I woke up a 
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“DEA chemists came onboard 
as consultants and taught 
Aaron Paul and me how to 
make crystal meth.” 


couple of times with insights 
about Walter. When I had my 
meeting, it wasn’t an audi¬ 
tion—it was: “I think he 
should weigh this much. I 
think he should look like this. 
I think this and this and this.” 
And I seemed to be hitting 
base hits—Vince said, “Yes, 
yes, yes, yes, yes!” By the time 
I left, I think I was his choice. 

The character of Walter White 
has reached a critical point in 
the show now: Will he embrace 
evil, or will he somehow 
redeem himself? 

There’s this assumption 
that the lead character in 
a show needs to be likable 
or sympathetic. People ask, 
“How am I supposed to still 
like you?” I answer, “Are you 
supposed to still like me?” 

It’s risky, what we did in 
the opening episodes: We 
hooked the audience. Walter’s 
a good guy, trying to do right 
for his family. He’s a teacher 
who’s put upon by the sys¬ 
tem: He doesn’t have ade¬ 
quate health care, he needs a 
second job to pay for his spe¬ 
cial-needs son. He’s an every- 
man who’s been dealt a bad 
hand, and he’s going to die in 
two years. Each one of those 
things sank that hook deeper 
and deeper into the audience. 
Once they completely bit, we 
yanked and took them on 
this journey that they often 
don’t want to go on. But they 
have no choice, because we’ve 
hooked ’em. We’ve got ’em, 
and now they can’t spit it out. 

Laurence Olivier said that 
acting is just pretending. But 
other actors experience roles 
emotionally: Martin Sheen 
had a nervous breakdown on 
the set of Apocalypse Now, A1 
Pacino was deeply affected by 
playing Michael Corleone in 
The Godfather Part II. What’s 
playing Walter White like? 

There’s the so-called Brit¬ 
ish way of approaching char¬ 
acters from the outside in, 
and there’s the new school, 
the Actors’ Studio way of 
going from the inside. But I 


think acting has to do with 
how much you can relate to 
a character. If I’m playing a 
serial killer—wow, that’s really 
outside of me. I have to do 
research to figure out who 
that person is, how I can jus¬ 
tify him. The one thing you 
don’t want to do is judge a 
character. You’re not stand¬ 
ing outside of Walter White— 
you’re taking things moment 
to moment, behaving as that 
character would behave given 
each set of circumstances. 

But does the character affect 
you psychologically at all? 

No. The palette of an actor 
is experience and imagina¬ 
tion. What you lack in experi¬ 
ence, you fill those gaps with 
imagination to justify this 
person. 

You’re dealing with a subject 
matter-meth production-that 
has never been dealt with so 
comprehensively before. How 
has law enforcement reacted? 

When we first did the pilot 
and were going to series, I 
was concerned that people 
not see the show as glorify¬ 
ing drug use or its manufac¬ 
turing—but I also didn’t want 


to be on the other side con¬ 
demning it in easy, moralis¬ 
tic terms. We wanted to create 
a situation that tells the tale 
of this man and his decision¬ 
making. Let the audience 
decide how they feel about it. 

When you appeared on Conan, 
you and he pretended to eat 
“blue ice”-the name for the 
meth Walter makes in the 
show. You guys joked that it’s 
“going to be a great show now.” 
Was there any backlash to that? 

Good question, because I 
was concerned about that. 

But let’s back up a step: 

I’ve never been confronted 
in any interview by anyone 
saying that I’m doing soci¬ 
ety a disservice. I think peo¬ 
ple get it. My contention is 
that it’s circumstantial-. If 
Walter White were a math 
teacher instead of a chemistry 
teacher, he would’ve gotten 
into the same situation—he 
would have developed a way 
to count cards or something 
that he knows in that arena. 
It’s just circumstantial that 
he’s a chemist. Audiences are 
sophisticated; they’re smart. 
Joking about the product that 
I make on the show doesn’t 


mean that I think it’s a great 
idea. We didn’t get hammered 
for that. 

What research did you do for 
this role? 

The research I did was 
chemistry. 

Did you talk to meth addicts? 

No, because Walter 
White doesn’t know about 
that; his world is chemis¬ 
try. At the beginning of the 
show, I followed a USC pro¬ 
fessor around—the head of 
the department. I tried to 
learn the sensibility of it, the 
nomenclature, what the dif¬ 
ferent devices are used for. 

In fact, he pointed out one 
device used only for titration 
and another used for boiling. 

I said, “I think we have that 
wrong in the script.” 

I showed him and he said, 
“Yeah, that’s wrong. You 
wouldn’t do that.” 

I called Vince right away 
and told him we got it wrong. 
The people who would really 
know—chemists and other 
people of that ilk—are maybe 
a quarter percent of the audi¬ 
ence, but those details are 
very important to us. 

Is it true that the DEA are tech¬ 
nical consultants on this? 

Yes. The situation is this: 
We informed them—with all 
due respect and consider¬ 
ation—that we’re doing this 
show, and “Would you like 
to be a part of it in a consul¬ 
tancy in order to make sure 
that we get it right?” 

They had the choice to say, 
“We don’t want anything to 
do with it.” But they saw that 
it might be in their best inter¬ 
est to make sure that we do 
it correctly. So DEA chemists 
came onboard as consultants 
and taught Aaron Paul and 
me how to make crystal meth. 

Wow... could you do that in 
real life? 

If I was trying and used all 
my memory prowess, I still 
couldn’t—I couldn’t retain 
all of the details that are 
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necessary and very specific. It 
was very in-depth. Of course, 
we’re dealing with higher 
quality, because that’s the 
only way that Walter White 
would be involved in it. 

You grew up in California 
during pot’s ascendance here. 
What’s your stance? 

I went on Bill Maher’s 
show and publicly said, 
“Legalize marijuana.” Mari¬ 
juana started out with a bad 
connotation, as you know— 
but to me, marijuana is no 
different than wine. It’s a 
drug of choice. It’s meant to 
alter your current state—and 
that’s not a bad thing. It’s 
ridiculous that marijuana is 
still illegal. We’re still fight¬ 
ing for it. 

Do you use it? 

No, pot has always had the 
effect of making me sleepy. 

I have a friend who will 
smoke—or suck on a pot lol¬ 
lipop—on a daily basis. It not 
only doesn’t put him to sleep, 
he cleans the entire house! He 
goes to work, no ill effects. It’s 
just his metabolism. Every¬ 
one’s body is different. I’m 
usually very active throughout 
the day; certainly when I’m 
shooting Breaking Bad , by the 
time I go home after 14 hours, 

I take a shower, hit the pillow 
and I’m out—I’m done. But if I 
ever couldn’t sleep, give me a 
hit or a little bite of an edible 
and I’d be out in 15 minutes. 

It comes down to individ¬ 
ual decision-making. There 
are millions of people who 
smoke pot on a social basis 
and don’t become criminals. 
So stop with that argument— 
it doesn’t work. 

Your daughter is in college now. 
How did you approach the 
topic of drugs with her? 

Again, it’s about decision¬ 
making. My wife and I han¬ 
dled it that way: We said, 
“Look, you know we trust 
you. You make your own deci¬ 
sions; we know you’re smart. 
If you go out and you want 
to drink and smoke, be in an 


environment where you feel 
safe and comfortable—and 
don’t drive!” 

I see all these celebrities 
who go out and either get 
high or get drunk and then 
drive. It’s like, “What is wrong 
with you? You have all the 
means—if you want to go out 
and party, go out and party. 
But why can’t you hire a 
driver for the night? C’mon!” 

I don’t know ... I don’t get 
it. It’s about being smart. 

You’re one of those lucky 
actors who, in his fifties, is 
reaching the pinnacle of his 
career. Can you actually plan 
an acting career? 

Yes. Before you have suc¬ 
cess as an actor—or as any 
artist—you take a job because 
you need a job; you need to 
pay your rent. There’s noth¬ 
ing wrong with that—I never 
condemn anyone. However, I 
do suggest that if you’re suc¬ 
cessful, you set yourself up so 
that you don’t have to make 
artistic decisions based on

financial need. Try to free 
yourself of that. 

Follow the well-written 
word. If an actor can develop 
a keen sense for assessing the 
material and say, “This TV 
show is really a horrible, stu¬ 
pid show, while this play that 
pays me nothing is really 
good,” then you can hopefully 
find the courage to accept the 
job that is better for your artis¬ 
tic spirit. If you do that crappy 
TV show, you’re part of that; 
the stink is partly on you. 


I’ll give you an example: My 
agent sent me this script for 
this movie called Little Miss 
Sunshine. They said, “There’s 
no role in it for you, but we 
think it’s going to be a great 
film.” I read it in one sitting, 
and I thought it was terrific— 
if done well, it had a chance 
to be a really wonderful film. 

I wanted to get in on this. My 
agent said, “No, Steve Carell 
and Greg Kinnear are already 
cast, and you’re too young for 
the grandfather. There’s no 
role in it for you. You can’t 
play the gay boyfriend—you’re 
too old for that.” 

And I said, “What about 
Greg Kinnear’s book agent?” 

My agent said, “He’s only 
in two scenes. You’d work one 
day.” 

I said, “It doesn’t matter. 

It’s really well-written, and 
I want to be a part of things 
that are really well-written.” 

So I went to meet them, 
and I pitched my take on how 
the character should be. I 
tried to counter the despera¬ 
tion of Greg Kinnear’s char¬ 
acter. I was flippant, and it 
seemed to work. And I’ve 
received so many accolades 
for that performance. It’s not 
flashy; it’s just this little slice. 
But because everybody loved 
that movie, people say: “You 
were fantastic!” This is inter¬ 
esting to me, because it didn’t 
warrant that kind of hyper¬ 
bole. But because they loved 
the whole, that tide raises all 
boats. 

You’re aware, of course, that 
High Times named Breaking 
Bad “the best show ever”? 

That’s so cool. That’s huge! 

Better than The Simpsons or 
The Twilight Zone. New York 
magazine’s reviewer even 
called watching it one of the 
“best experiences” of her life. 

[Laughing ] We just see 
ourselves as a conduit for try¬ 
ing to bring people together. 
The readers of High Times 
and the readers of New York 
magazine—c’mon, can’t we all 
just get along? ^

subject Taking Off Dead Leaves 
from Smokey McBongwater 

^I’ve heard from some of 
my grower friends that 
it’s best to clip off dead 
or necrotic leaves, but I 
prefer to let them fall off 
naturally (letting nature 
take its course). I believe 
that by cutting off dead 
or necrotic leaves, my 
plants’growth will be 
inhibited, and they 
always seem to stop 
growing (or slow consid¬ 
erably) when I do this. 
Who is right? 

Dear Smokey, 

Leaving on dead or dying leaves 
simply isn’t a good idea at all: 
They do nothing to help the 
plant grow and actually hinder 
its growth potential in a vari¬ 
ety of ways. The most important 
one is that insects will attack 
plants at their weakest points. 
This is the reason that sticky 
traps are yellow: The insects’ 
tiny brains are wired to be 
attracted to the color of leaves 
that are beginning to suffer, and 
these become their home base 
from which to strike out at the 
stronger parts of the plant. So 
my recommendation is to take 
off any damaged, dying or dead 
leaves as soon as you see them 
and discard them immediately. 


Fan leaves absorb 
the light that powers 
flower production. 
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Danko Tip: Leaves with burnt tips are typically signs of over-fertilization. Flush 
your soil with plain water and let it run out from the bottom of your containers.

subject Big Yields 
from: D. Garza 

I’ve heard you say on your podcast that it’s 
possible to obtain yields of % lb. organic 
or 1 lb. hydro per plant in 5-gallon buckets. 
What amount of light is required, and 
would I want them to veg in the 5-gallon 
pot or transplant them to it for flower? 

Dear D., 

The amount of light I recommend in 
order to harvest the most bud per plant 
would be a 1,000-watt high-pressure 
sodium (HPS) or metal halide (MH) 
light. These types of high-intensity dis¬ 
charge (HID) bulbs are the most power¬ 
ful commercially available grow lights on 
the market. 

My recommendation is to vegetate the 
plant for at least four weeks in the 5-gal- 
lon container you plan to flower it in. 
This will build up the largest root system 
without the plant suffering from trans¬ 
plant shock (which can stunt growth for 
up to a week or more). Keep in mind that 
plants grown in large containers (five 
gallons are the smallest I would recom¬ 
mend) will grow tall and bushy, so you 
must have enough vertical and horizon¬ 
tal space to accommodate them. 


subject To Trim or Not to Trim 
from: Polecat 


t &'lf you’re producing a highly resinous strain 
and aren’t concerned with the “marketabil¬ 
ity” of the final product, is there a downside 
to not trimming off the leaf matter closest 
to the colas? Seems like a waste of really 
good trichomes. 

Dear Polecat, 

I understand the temptation to keep the 
“sugar” leaves on the plant, and some 
folks argue that it also protects the buds. 
In my opinion, however, the less leaf, the 
better. If you keep your buds stored in 
airtight jars in a cool, dark place, they 
shouldn’t suffer any damage that they 
would need protection from. 

Any extra leaf—even those covered in 
trichomes—will make the joint, bong hit 
or vapor puff you take harsher and tarnish 
the flavor and experience of smoking your 
own homegrown stash. You can always 
easily make hashish or edibles from the 
leaves you trim off for a tasty concentrated 
treat. Take off the big fan leaves first and 
then the sugar leaves. Keep them sepa¬ 
rated; cook with the fan leaves and turn 
the closer trim into hash using a screen or 
some ice-water extraction bags and a press. 


subject Genetic Rift 
from Raub Kradle 

I have a flowering room with about a 
dozen plants and five different strains. I 
also have it staged at intervals so that I can 
harvest two plants every two weeks or so, 
meaning they’re all in different stages of 
flower. They all seemed to have their own 
characteristics when I started them from 
seed-and then, over time, after cloning 
all the plants, they’ve now begun to look 
the same all the way up to the final week 
of flowering, and then I can tell which ones 
they are by the buds. My question is: Can 
different strains slowly take on the charac¬ 
teristics of the other plants around them 
and begin to look alike? 

Dear Raub, 

The short answer is no, plants do not 
take on the characteristics of other plants 
around them. Rather, theses traits are 
inherently genetic ones, meaning they’re 
encoded deep inside the DNA of the vari¬ 
ous strains. A particular cultivator’s grow¬ 
ing techniques can tend to make certain 
varieties seem similar, but this is caused 
by using the exact same nutrients and 
feeding regimens, and the growing envi¬ 
ronment can also play a role (e.g., buds 
grown in a dank, humid basement can all 
tend to take on a musky odor and flavor). 
It seems more likely to me that you’ve 
possibly mislabeled the plants and cloned 
out ones that were identical to each other 
instead of the variety you had hoped for. 
Hope that helps! 


subject Cold Play 
from Swamp Boy 

I hate to have to disagree with you, Mr. 
Danko, but you answered a question from 
Montana by stating that cannabis will not 
tolerate frost. While it’s true that many vari¬ 
eties suffer in cold weather, in some areas 
of the Northeast US, Canada and Montana, 
growers have selectively bred plants to 
tolerate the cold. 

I myself have harvested plants high up 
in the Adirondack Mountains, the coldest 
place in the continental US, right through 
October and into early November. What’s 
worse than frost is cold, damp weather 
above freezing, which promotes mold. 

Dear Swamp Boy, 

Thanks for the tip on cold-weather 
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Danko Tip: Drooping leaves usually mean under-watered plants. Add a 
pH-balanced nutrient solution slowly to dried-out growing mediums. 


strains. I usually recommend that grow¬ 
ers in tough climates seek out the strains 
adapted to those conditions. I’ve never 
seen cannabis plants that survived a seri¬ 
ous frost, but I’ll take your word for it, 
and I also commend the breeders who 
work to produce marijuana varieties that 
can withstand harsh weather and high 
altitudes. Canadian and Spanish seed 
banks in particular produce strains capa¬ 
ble of toughing it out under difficult 
environmental conditions. 


subject Pot Plot Partners 
FROM:Blaazzr 

Funny question here: Say two people want 
to grow some pot, and one has the seeds 
and the other knows how to grow. What’s 
the proper etiquette in this grower/seed 
provider relationship: Do we split every¬ 
thing 50-50? I have some rare seeds, but 
my potential partner is going to have to do 
almost all of the work, so he wants more 
than 50 percent. I’ve got land I could use, 
but it belongs to my family (who wouldn’t 
approve) and I refuse to disrespect that. 

Dear Blaazzr, 

I would avoid any type of pot-growing 
partnership if at all possible; I’ve seen too 
many friendships ruined by the complica¬ 
tions that arise when people go into the 
bud business together. Your potential part¬ 
ner is right: If he’s doing all the work in his 
chosen grow space, he should definitely get 
a larger share of the returns. If all you’re 
doing is providing the seeds, you should 
try to get a deal on the buds and clones 
produced, or just charge him what you 
think is a fair price for the beans before¬ 
hand. That way, neither party enters into 
the deal with unrealistic expectations, and 
you guys can remain friends. One caveat 
here: I’ve also seen plenty of pot partner¬ 
ships that have worked for the better, but 
they all had one thing in common: All the 
details were worked out beforehand, with¬ 
out any vagueness about the terms of the 
agreement. 


subject Parent Trouble 
from Brandon 

What do you suggest for someone who 
has parents that are strongly against 
marijuana? I’m trying not to go behind 
their backs, so I’d like to convince them 
that marijuana isn’t bad. 



Dear Brandon, 

While it seems quite obvious to you and 
me that marijuana has many beneficial 
aspects, it’s still a tough thing for oth¬ 
ers to swallow. People of an older gener¬ 
ation were taught to fear cannabis and 
pot users, and many have those beliefs 
strongly ingrained in them. 

The best you can do is to tell your 
parents the truth as you know it and let 
them make their own decisions based 
on that. Do some serious research first 
(norml.org is a great place to start) and 
get your arguments in order. We have the 
truth on our side, so don’t get frustrated 
and certainly don’t lecture them if 
they’re not interested. 

My own parents were very much 
against marijuana when I was younger. 
They were raised in the former Soviet 
Union to believe that all drugs are 
bad, and they saw very little difference 
between marijuana and heroin. Over 
the years, I’ve been able to sway their 
opinions quite drastically, and now they 
even have the occasional toke with me 
on special occasions. In fact, my stepdad 
says it helps with his arthritis more than 
any pills he’s ever tried. 

You also have to consider the possibil¬ 
ity that you won’t be able to reach them. 
In the meantime, respect their home and 
honor their wishes for as long as you live 
under their roof. The good news is that 
one day soon, you’ll move out and be 
living on your own, and you’ll be free to 
make your own decisions about how you 
choose to live your life. Either way, stay 
strong—it gets better!

Hey Danny, I’m a big fan of your Free l/l/eedshowon iTunes! I’m 
starting my own first-time grow here soon. I’m doing my seed 
plants outdoors, and the soil seems to be great for growing. Do you 
have any advice on what type of soil or nutrients I should use? Any 
other tips or advice would also be much appreciated. 

Dear Craig, 

Thanks for the kind words about the podcast! We’re having 
a blast learning how to do radio and teaching people how to 
grow their own cannabis. 

Even if your outdoor soil is rich in nutrients, it may be too 
compacted to grow out a proper outdoor pot plant. My sug¬ 
gestion is to dig a deep hole in your soil and dump a bunch of 
soilless mix into it. Blend the peat or coco-based bale of soilless 
mix together with your native soil and add some supplements 
such as seabird guano, greensand, manure and compost. 

Each year, you can improve your soil mix by adding compost 
and mulch on top of it. There’s no need to till your soil after the 
first time you dig the hole—in fact, you’ll end up damaging the 
long micro-fiber strands of beneficial mycelium that help the 
roots with their nutrient uptake.

How do I keep groundhogs from eating my plants? 

Dear Doug, 

The best thing to do is put up a fence, and make sure to dig it 
in at least a couple of feet deep as well. If a fence is out of the 
question or the garden is an outdoor guerrilla situation, you 
can surround the individual plants with some chicken wire 
(though be sure to dig it in at least 2 feet deep as well). I don’t 
recommend using guns or traps because they’re cruel, in my 
opinion, and can also bring unwanted attention to your plot. ^

The Coming Storm 

Are the recent California dispensary 
busts a prelude to the dictatorship of 
pharmaceutical weed? 


M any cannabis activists were 
surprised by the DEA’s recent 
medical marijuana crack¬ 
down. After all, didn’t President Obama 
instruct the Justice Department not to 
interfere with states that have medical 
marijuana laws? Why this sudden shift 
in policy aimed 
at shutting down 
major dispensaries 
and cultivation 
sites? The answer, 

I believe, might be 
Sativex. 

Sativex was 
created in 
1999 by GW 
Pharmaceuticals, a 
company founded 
by two biotech 
entrepreneurs in 
England. It has 
already broken 
ground by becoming the world’s first 
multi-molecule medicine; all other 
modern medicines are refined into single 
molecules, while Sativex has two primary 
ingredients (and 420 molecules!). 
Delivered in the form of a mouth 
spray, Sativex is composed of natural 
cannabinoids and nothing else—a fixed 
dose, in fact, of 2.7 milligrams of THC 
and 2.5 milligrams of CBD—for a cost of 
about $3 per spray or $125 for a 50-spray 
bottle in Canada. 

The rights to sell Sativex in the 
United States (currently the world’s 
most valuable potential market) were 
purchased not too long ago by the 
Bayer Corporation, Germany’s largest 
pharmaceutical company and formerly 
a division of IG Farben, which was 
Europe’s biggest corporation during 
World War II and a primary corporate 
sponsor (and beneficiary) of Hitler’s 
global conquests. Sativex has just been 
approved throughout most of Europe 
and is on the fast track at our own Food 
and Drug Administration right now. 

So taking down the big cannabis 
dispensaries may well be part of a 
larger plan to force all legal medical 


users to switch to Sativex as soon as the 
FDA grants its approval. If this plan is 
successful, it will arrive with a sudden 
fury, as all home cultivation will again 
become illegal everywhere. No doubt 
there are corporate interests who’d like 
to capture the billions currently escaping 
the pharmaceutical 
industry thanks to the 
home cultivation of 
cannabis, and Sativex 
represents the first 
serious attempt to 
make that happen. 

Expect a big deal 
to be made out of 
Sativex’s delivery 
system. Unfortunately, 
most medical 
marijuana these days 
is smoked, and there’s 
no good defense for 
using combustion as a 
means of delivering medicine. The FDA 
will also claim that Sativex “doesn’t get 
you high”—which may be true if users 
stick to the recommended dosage levels, 
but expect many users to amp those 
levels considerably, thus achieving the 
same effect as if they’d smoked a joint. 

In fact, the actual cost of maintaining 
your high may not be significantly 
different between black market kind 
bud and legal Sativex. But will your 
doctor or health insurer sign off on your 
$600-a-week Sativex habit? Also, Sativex 
will be marketed in the US as a better 
alternative than smoking cannabis, and 
that might even be true. But if history 
has taught us anything, it’s that we can’t 
trust the pharmaceutical industry. 

Will the thousands of home growers 
across America surrender their 
gardens for a Sativex prescription? 

Will the federal government protect 
this corporate monopoly by sending in 
the police? The cannabis law reform 
movement must get moving on complete 
legalization, before Bayer is handed this 
monopoly on medical marijuana. Once 
that happens, every cannabis garden in 
the country will be in jeopardy. ^

Mile High Moment 

Celebrating an histone 
4/20 weekend in Denver 


HEN SOMETHING 

ain’t broke, 
don’t fix it—and 
since our first Medical 
Cannabis Cup at Denver’s 
EXDO Event Center ran so 
smoothly last spring, we 
returned again this year 
to repeat our past success. 

There were a few differ¬ 
ences, however, that made this visit to the 
Mile High City far more memorable. 

First off, on Friday night (4/20), I 
attended the premiere party for Hitman 
Glass’ new project (and accompanying art 
book) Chess Pieces at Illuzion Glass Galler¬ 
ies. Conceived by Hitman owner Dougie 
Fresh, the show featured an impressive 
array of smokable chess sets commissioned 
from more than 30 of the country’s top 
artists—most of whom were in attendance 
to display their work. It was by far the most 
unique and ambitious project of its kind 
ever executed. 

Next, on Saturday afternoon, I moder¬ 
ated a panel entitled “To Dab or Not to 
Dab: The Pros, Cons and Possible Dangers 
of BHO.” Participants included a medical 
marijuana reviewer from the Denver alter¬ 
native press (Westwards William Breathes), 
two respected doctors (endocannabinoid 
expert Dr. Bob Melamede and Amerimed 
Colorado’s Dr. Alan Shackelford), and two 
cannabis concentrate makers (Daniel de 
Sailles of Top Shelf Extracts and Selecta 
Nikka T of Essential Extracts). We dis¬ 
cussed the effects of butane on weed and 
the human body, the safety and efficacy 
of BHO, and the possible public relations 
issues associated with their use. It was a 
well-attended and fruitful discussion—one 
that I’ll be addressing in greater depth with 
a feature in our next issue. 

Then, during the awards show on 
Sunday night, I hosted a mini-pageant 
to choose our our Miss High 
Times for 2012. Four of the 
year’s finalists were there, as 
well as past Miss HT winners 
Sarah (2007), Brittany (2010) 
and Clazina (2011), all of whom 
joined me onstage to crown 
our new “smokesmodel”: 

Emily Aryn from Lansing, MI. 


But for me, the most 
powerful part of the 
weekend was on Friday 
afternoon at the 4/20 
rally in Civic Center Park. 
The event was the largest 
of its kind in the nation 
(reportedly a record 
attendance of almost 
60,000 people) and fea¬ 
tured a hemp fashion show, performances 
by rappers Hypnautic and Too Short and 
speeches from several activists, including 
Richard Eastman, Rob Corry and—I’m 
proud to add—yours truly. Just before 4 
p.m., rally organizers Tiny Martinez and 
Miguel Lopez welcomed me to the stage 
and I addressed the enormous crowd. 

“I’m so honored to be speaking here 
today, and so thrilled to look out at this 
sea of stoners celebrating our culture! 

You know, it wasn’t so long ago in this 
country that it was considered acceptable 
by society to discriminate against African- 
Americans—to deny them the right to vote, 
to segregate them, arrest them, even lynch 
them. But then, in 1955, a woman named 
Rosa Parks said, ‘No, I refuse to sit in the 
back of the bus—I have some dignity,’ and 
the civil rights movement was born. It 
happened again in 1969, when police in 
riot gear stormed into the Stonewall dub 
and tried to arrest a bunch of homosexuals 
just for having fun and being part of their 
culture. They fought back against those 
cops because the law was unjust, and the 
gay rights movement was born.” 

“When is our Rosa Parks moment? 

When is our Stonewall moment? When 
do we say, ‘Enough! We’ve had it with this 
discrimination! You’re oppressing a culture, 
and we’re sick and tired of it!’ Colorado, 
America is counting on you to set an exam¬ 
ple for the rest of the country to follow. So 
this November, all of you motherfuckers 
better get out there to the polls, 
vote for legalization in 2012, 
and send Washington a message 
they’ll never forget—that we’re 
pot smokers, and we vote, too!” 

At that moment, as the cheers 
from thousands of my fellow 
stoners washed over me, I truly 
felt a mile high. He

A nother presidential election 
cycle is upon us, and the choice 
for cannabis consumers is both 
stark and unsettling. Under our current 
political duopoly, in which the Demo¬ 
crats and Republicans jointly control 
our nation’s laws and policies (with little 
input from Libertarians, the Green Party, 
etc.), this year’s likely standard-bearers— 
President Barack Obama and former 
Massachusetts Governor Mitt Romney— 
provide vexing contrasts in their respec¬ 
tive histories, views and stated policies 
regarding cannabis. 

President Obama has been a politi¬ 
cally pragmatic flip-hopper on three key 
issues. On numerous occasions as a sena¬ 
tor from Illinois (who famously wrote 
of his cannabis and cocaine use in his 
best-selling autobiography), he articu¬ 
lately and publicly stated his support 
for decriminalizing cannabis. However, 
when confronted by a conservative 
newspaper in 2008 after securing the 
nomination following a contentious pri¬ 
mary campaign against Senator Hillary 
Clinton, Obama did a complete about- 
face, with his campaign flatly declar¬ 
ing: “Candidate Obama did not support 
decriminalization.” 

The second disappointment arises 
from the number of medical cannabis 
dispensaries that have been raided and 



shuttered by his Department of Justice- 
more than 175 by the end of April. 

Third, despite almost 30 years of liti¬ 
gation by NORML, High Times and other 
drug policy reform groups seeking to 
have the federal government reschedule 
cannabis under the Controlled Sub¬ 
stances Act—supported by an unprece¬ 
dented petition signed by numerous state 
governors asking the Obama Adminis¬ 
tration to recognize the use of cannabis 
for medical purposes—the DEA and the 
Office of National Drug Control Policy 


continue to insist that cannabis has 
no medical value at all, and to oppose 
lowering pot to Schedule II (the category 
that cocaine currently enjoys). 

On the other hand, former Mas¬ 
sachusetts governor and businessman 
Mitt Romney has a far more concise 
and non-nuanced view regarding can¬ 
nabis: As a Mormon (a religious group 
that traditionally doesn’t consume any 
recreational drugs) as well as a social 
conservative, he opposes any use of 
it—even when it comes to medical use 
approved by a physician. 

Since NORML is a nonpartisan 
organization that only wants the best 
for cannabis consumers and cultiva¬ 
tors, it’s not in the business of endors¬ 
ing presidential candidates. But the 
cannabis community is confronted with 
a true Hobson’s choice in 2012: Does it 
vote for a hypocritical flip-flopper like 
Barack Obama, or a strident prohibition¬ 
ist like Mitt Romney? Of course, voting 
third party is always a possibility—both 
the Libertarians and the Greens support 
legalizing cannabis—but realistically, 
there’s little chance of either party’s 
candidate winning. 

Which means that cannabis consum¬ 
ers might actually be easy to spot at the 
polling booths this November: We’ll be 
the ones holding our noses.

Activism 
Never Sleeps 

Shaleen Title's boundless energy 
serves an inspiration for others. 

Shaleen Title has been involved with 
drug policy reform efforts since she 
co-founded the Students for Sensible 
Drug Policy chapter at the University 
of Illinois in 2002. 

“Although I don’t use marijuana 
myself,” she says, “I became hooked 
on policy reform at a young age when 
SSDP taught me how to become 


engaged in the political process.” 

For three years. Title 
served as the speakers’ 
bureau director for Law 
Enforcement Against 
Prohibition (LEAP), oversee¬ 
ing the activities of a global 
network of law enforcement officials 
who support a legal and regulated 
model for controlling drugs. With 
LEAP, she also coordinated the all¬ 
volunteer law enforcement support 
for California’s Proposition 19, as well 
as multiple initiatives in other states. 


She co-authored LEAP’S report, 
“Ending the Drug War: A 
Dream Deferred,” which 
demonstrated how the 
Obama Administration 
was ramping up the War 
on Drugs. 

Title also serves as co-chair of the 
National Lawyers Guild’s drug policy 
committee and was the 2010 recipi¬ 
ent of the Hunter S. Thompson Young 
Attorney Award. In 2012, she received 
the SSDP Outstanding Alumni Award 
for her efforts to increase diversity 


within the drug policy reform move¬ 
ment. “It’s especially important 
for women to stand up and send a 
message to children that we love and 
care about them-to say: ‘Even if you 
do make a mistake, we’re not going 
to ostracize you and keep you out of 
mainstream society,”’ she says. 

Always staying active, Shaleen 
currently works for Vicente Seder- 
berg, a law firm that specializes in 
medical marijuana cases, as well 
as the 2012 Campaign to Regulate 
Marijuana Like Alcohol.
